THE DEPOSIT SLIPS. 


What Bank Officials Have to Say 
About Change Made. 


WHY DID MR. GAMEY DO IT ? 


He Said He Found the Missing 
One in His Glove. 


BUT IT WAS NOT THEORIGINAL 


Evidence About His Visit to Buffalo Shut 
Out—The Cases of Alleged Contempt 
of Court—Objections Based en Want 


of Jurisdiction Overruled— 


Evidence of the 
Campaign, 
Report of proceeding days trial 
begins on page three. 
‘vronto, April 29.—The Gamey 


Commission resumed yesterday morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock. The alleged con- 
tempt of court on the part of ‘Tho 
Mail and Empire and of Tho World 
first engaged the attention of tho 
Commission. 

Mr. Johnston said that neither ho 
nor his colleague were prosecutors 
in the matter, but thought that their 
duty was ended when they called the 
attention of the Commission by Mr. 
McEvoy's affidavit to the matter. 

Mr. J. B, Olarke, K. O., appeared 
for Mr. W. J. Douglas of The Mail 
and Empire. To the Chancellor's 
question ‘‘Are you ready to go on?” 
Mr. Clarke replied: 

Iam not ready to go on this 
morning. I asked your Lordships 
to allow the motion to stand until 
to-morrow, but reserving to me the 
proliminary objection that your 
Lordships have no jurisdiction to 
hear this motion. 

The Chancellor's Remarks. 


The Chancellor—I do not know 
what has been done in carrying out 
the order mado by us, but we haye 
been guided in this matter by the 
well defined practice which has been 
laid down in the Parnell Commis- 
sion which {s entirely analogous to 
this enquiry. ‘The court there vig- 
orously abstained from referring to 
anything in connection with the 
newspapers except it were brought 
beforo the commission by the affiday- 
if of some person who yas acquaint- 
ed with the facts and who laid the 
information before the court, and no 
attention was paid to anything the 
newspapers had to say unless some 
application was made and the date 
and the particular paper verified be- 
fore the court, inviting the court's 
attention. That was one in this 
case, and we directed notice to be 
given to the cditors to show cause. 
It appeared to us that there were 
points on which there was a plain 
infringement with regard to the pro- 
ceedings of this court. We do not 
intend to criticize what the news- 
papers have done. It is a matter for 
the good sense of the persons who 
write these articles, or their ill 
sense, or their spite. But there are 
certain things that cannot bo per- 
mitted by this tribunal or any court 
{if it is to have common respect. Con- 
tempt is not, perhaps, the correct 
expression; it is the interfering with 
the jurisdiction of the court. It is for 
the court to determine whethor or 
not Mr. Gamey has been bribed, and 
when newspapers on the face of them 
claim, to say that Mr. Gamey was 
bribed they pre-judge the caso. What 
is the use of our going on and mak- 
ing further enquiries? 

Invasion of Court's Right. 

There is another matter {in which 
it clearly appears to us there was 
an invasion of the rights of this 
court. ‘There were certain investiga- 
tions conducted here with closed 
doors—it was not done in camera, 
as wo might have done—and Mr. 
Ritchie while making certain exam- 
{nations found entries which ho 
thought might lead to some result ; 
but he was careful to say when Mr. 
Riddell made objections to the ac- 
count of private parties being heard, 


Mr. MRitchio said he had purposely 
abstained from making anything 
public, and thus it was never in- 


fended to be disclosed or to be evi- 
denco unless it turned out it was ro- 
levant to the investigation. It turn- 
ed out it was a private corporation, 
and {in such oa case the privileges 
Which the bank claimed were vio- 
lated, and the protection which the 
court gave for private information 
to be obtained in this way, without 
boing divulged to the public, was 
violated. 
Meason For the Order. 

As for all the rest of it, there is 
a great deal of comment, and we 
are not going to criticize as to 
where the limits are; but thoso two 
violations seemed to be beyond the 
limit, and that is the reason tbe or- 
der was given. 

Mr. Riddell—The only thing that 
appears is on page 1,452 of the evi- 
dence, 

Mr. Clarke—That $3,000 was also 
referred to in the evidence. 

The Chancellor—Yes; but the 
names were not given in’ connection 
with this transaction. Mr. Ritchie 
will bear me out in saying that this 
was a matter of private investiga- 
tion; we took no notes, and the re- 
Porter was directed not to take 
down certain things, and it was all 
conducted with a view to discover 
ing anything relevant without vio- 
lating the privacy of theso accounts. 

TWowever, you can take your course 
in the matter. Wo have just indicat- 
ed the points on which woe think 
there has been a violation, and tho 
motion may stand over. There is no 
reference to any particular newspa- 
Pers; we are dealing with any cases 
of the kind that may be brought be- 
fore us on elther side.

Howarth, Bank Teller, Mecalled. 

I. Roland Howarth recalled. 
amined by Mr. Johnston. 

Mr. Johnston—I asked the manager 
of the bank to let mo have two or 
three slips, immediately after this 
slip, of the 10th or 11th of Septem- 
ber. I do not desire the particulars 
of these slips now put in to be mado 
public. Q.—Are those deposit slips 
that passed through your hands, Mir, 
Howarth? 

Chancellor Boyd—Are those genuine 
slips? 

Mr. Johnston—Yes, my Lord. 

The Chancellor—Just to show how 
it is done? 

Mr. Johnston—Yes, my Lord, 

Witness—Yes, they are. 

Mr. Johnston—Q.—Now these three 
slips which I produce, and which 
will be marked as one exhibit, Ex- 
hibit 69, were made in the regular 
course of business_on the 20th of 
September, the 11th of November, 
and the 29th of November? A.—They 
were. 

Q.—And the writing of the initial 
“H’" is yours? A.—yYes. 

Q.—And the long stroke is 
A.—The accountant’s. 

Q.—Will you show where the 
mark of these slips is? Witness 
dicates the file marks. 

Q.—And these slips are in the samo 
condition as they were the day they 
Were put in?

Mr. Ritchico—Q.—I show you the 
deposit slip, Exhibit 66. Where are 
there ‘any initials on that; just look 
at it through the light? A.—(Hold- 
ing the deposit slip up to the light) 
—There are some marks on there. 

Q.—Could anyone say that théy 
were initials? A.—Well, I would not 
Swear that they were initials. 

Q.—And the blue pencil mark that 
you see there? 

Chancellor Boyd—Pxhibit 66 is the 
one that is said not to be a bank 
voucher. 

Mr. Ritchie—Yes, my Lord, So 
that all you'can say there is that 
there is a blue pencil mark? A.—yYes, 
and some other marks, 

Q.—And these are all inside the 
line Where the figures 900 ore? A.— 
Yes. ; 

Q.—That is where the amount of 
money is filled in by the customer? 
A.—Yes, 

Q.—Now, in the threo slips that 
you produce your initials are not in 
the same place at all?

Mr. Gamey came there and asked to 
see a particular deposit slip? A.—He 
did. 

Witness, continuing, said it was the 
first time that he saw Mr. Gamey, 
and that he hesitated about giving 
out the slip, as he did not want to 
take the responsibility of handing it 
out. He did not know if there was 
any responsibility in allowing a cus- 
tomer of the bank to see a deposit 
slip of his own, and he had been 
asked to show deposit slips before 
but never hesitated about doing so 
before this time. He hesitated this 
time becauso it might be an import- 
ant slip and called forth in evidence. 
He did not know Mr. Crossin or Mr. 
Gamey’s writing, but Mr. Crossin al- 
Ways made the deposits. He would 
not swear Mr. Gamey never made a 
deposit. He looked at this particu- 
lar slip because he was curious, The 
object of initialing a deposit slip was 
to show that tho amount is correct, 
and where there is no total the 
initial would not be put on it. He 
did not know on what bank the bills 
Were on. 

To Mr, Johnston he said he gener- 
ally put his initials to-the left of tho 
slip. He could not say that any 
letter was intended to bo represented 
by the strokes on exhibit 66. 

Might Have Taken. It. 


Mr. James Brown, accountant, 
said his attention was called by the 
teller to this slip, with the denoml- 
nation changed from hundreds to 
others and not added up and with 
the ledger keeper's folio missing. 

Q.—When you looked into it, it is 
not all right? A—It Mr. Gamey 
had happened to hand it back to me 
instead of giving it back to the tel- 
lor there would have been danger of | 
my haying taken it as the original. 

Mr. Blake—Don’t depreciate your 
own intelligence, 

Mr. Johnston—No, but with two 
or three Inwyers and two or threo } 
bank men we discover that it is not 
the correct slip. 

The messenger, Mr, Barton, was 
sent out and returned with Messrs. 
Crossin and Gamey. Mr. Gamey 
said: “He said he must be mistaken;

Mr. Brown replied ‘that it was 
not, and Mr. Gamey persisted that 
it was. Finally Mr. Gamey said it 
must have been lost. Mr. Howarth 
Went to the factory with Mr. Ga- 
mey, but failed to find it. Mr. Ga- 
mey came back in the afternoon, 
and, producing a slip, said that he 
had found the missing one, which | 
had slipped into his glove. 
Gamoy Wanted It Back, 


He asked to have back tho one ho 
Teft in the morning. The witness re- 
Plied that it had left his possession, 
Mr. Gamey asked him to get it and 
send it to Mr, McPherson's office. 
Mr. Gamey returned a fourth timo 
with Mr, J. M. Might, and said it 
would be all right to send it to Mr. 
McPherson's office. At first he took 
the second substitute handed in as 
the original, 

Tho cross-examination with regard 
to these substitute slips was direct- 
ed to show that they were not cop- , 
fes of tho original, because ono was 
not added up, and neither had the 
ledger folio or the file mark, In two | 
Seconds, said the Witness, a bank of- 
ficial could see that they were not 
genuine slips, and that no such slip | 
could go through the bank. It was 
not a copy of & genuine slip, ag it 
Was incomplete.

We said he had the one Ga- 
mey left and Would exchange. Ga- 
mey said the one with the four de- 
nominations was the one he got out 
of the bank and uso put back. He 
replied that {t was not. He also 
testified that Mr, Gamey had apolo- 
gized for the trouble that he caused. 

To Mr. Ritchie he said Gamey 
Secmed surprised and immediately 
began a search for the slip. Mr, 
Crossin sald Exhibit 67 was in his 
handwriting, which he thought wos 
strange. He then took Exhibit 67 
back to the bank and handed it to 
Mr. Howarth. We didn’t know any- 
thing about Ixhibit 67. 

The Bank's Solicitor. 


Mr. Walter Barwick, K.C., coun- 
Sel for the bank, said that when the 
circumstances were explained to him 
he informed Mr. McPherson what 
Mr. Gamey had done, and asked Mr, 
McPherson to get the slip back. Lat- 
cr in the day when he learned fur- 
ther details he informed Mr. John- 
ston. He did not think at all that 
Mr. McPherson had the slip, but he 
communicated with him as Mr. Ga- 
mey’s solicitor. Mr. Barwick also 
testified that the books of the bank 
had been refused for examination to 
both sides. 


Where Is Mr. Gamey Now. 


Mr. Johnston—I propose to put a 
Witness in to show that on Tuesday 
aiterwards Mr. Gamey was in Buf- 
falo. 

The Chancellor—I don’t sce what 
that has to do with it. 

Mr. Johnston—I don’t want to 
call eyidenco to prove it if your 
Lordships do not think it is reley- 
ant.

Wil Support Wis Chargea Before tho

Mr. Blake's Greeting, 


The examination of Frank Sulli- 
van Was continued by Mr. Blake at 
the Royal Commission at 10 o'clock 
Yesterday morning.

Do you rememder Mr. Sullivan, what 
day it was that you resigned? A— 
Wes sir, the 11th March. Without 
any conference with anybody. !

Q.—Do you know at what time the 
letter was delivered? A.—I lmow. 
nothing about that letter, I tell you, 
further than Mr. Gamey put it in bis 
pocket. 

He snid he never saw The Globe 
interview to know it as such, but 
Mr. Gamey and Mr. Hammond were 
Sitting at a table with a paper be 
ween them. Mr. Gamey had prev- 
fously said he was going to give 
Whe Globe an interview, and he sup- 
posed it was that paper.

Mr. Frank Ford Called. 


Mr. Frank Yord, IC.C., solicitor to 
the Treasury, and formerly private 
fecretary to the Attorney-General, 
Was then called. Ife admittcd hav- 
ing written on the typewriter the 
enclosure sent to Mr, Gamey with 
the “'X.Y.Z."" letter in February. 
There was a lady stenographer who 
did the typewriling. 

In answer to Mr. Blake's question 
as to why he did not get her to do 
this typewriling, he stated that Sul- 
Ivan, whose name at that timo he 
did not know, came to him late one 
afternoon and asked him to copy on 
the typewriter an article in lead pen- 
cil, Word demurred and said he was 
not typewrlting now. Sullivan was 
urgent, and said he wanted it to 
catch the mail. Wis own stenograph- 
cr being busy, he took it himself to 
the Attorney-General’s Department 
After he had fin- 
ished it the matter struck him as 
singular, and he asked Sullivan what 
jt meant. The latter told him  {t 
was for use at the coming conven- 
fion in Manitoulin. “If I had known

Glasgow, Scotland, is one of tie 
most progressive communities in the 
world. M@he City Council supphes the 
people with water, go, electric light, 
cable and electric cars and tele- 
phones. Tho municipal authorities 
contro) eleven public parks and gal- 
leries, thirteen bath tubs and w ash- 
houses, a fruit and ncegetable market, 
a dead meat ‘market, a cheese-mar- 
ket, a bird aud dog market, and an 
old clothes warkel, four slaughter 
house) and offices, four hospitals and 
one burying ground. Glasgow isthe 
owner of 2,488 municipal houses, SOY 
enty-eight lodging houses, of which 
the cily mannges seven, a family 
house, which the wmunicipalily also 
directs; 372 shops, forly-pine stores, 
forty-three \varchouses, forly-Lires 
workshops, twelve hinlle, two chureh~ 
as tivo hoteie, one theatre, one stu- 
dio, on? paswa-offi one Aursing- 
home, one powder, ‘mill, onr Jaundry, 
ono bake-louse, ong eelf course and 
ono gospol tent. Glasgow farms over 
1,000 acres of land, where jarge and 
profitable crops are grown, melud- 
ing all the hay! used in the pecbles 
of the cloausing department, as wo'l 
as crops of wheat, oats, turnips, olc. 
The authorities convert the city gew- 
age into solid onatter! und sell it to 
,the farmers for manure; they carry 
on business as market-gardeners; 
they possess slLoue quarries and yoo 
railway wagons, tacy build street 
cars, reclaim bogs, conduct a cryic 
granary, raise $5000 a year on the 
clinker from the refuse cremating 
Mrnaces, collect and well the waste 
paper and occasionally melt and dis- 
pose of the solder from the old tin 
cane found in the jieaps of refuse. 

Mr. hrooks declares that these ex- 
tensive operations in municipalism 
are causing the “best type” of men 
to lose interest in municipal affiire. 
“At the same time,’ says Mr. Brooks, 
“n bureaucracy of municipal office- 
holders is being solidly’ forwed, and 
eves the municipal employes are now 
a sort of trade-union on their own 
account. Add to thig tiie unfairness. 
of a local authority competing with 
and finally crushing private traders 
and professional men’? — and the 
public can understand why certain 
people are now, anxious to discredit 
the splendid efforts of the City Coun- 
cil of Glasgovr. 2 

The interests whicis formerly con- 
{rolled franchises and offered infor- 
jor service, are now ounbining, for 
{he purpose of arresling the growth 
of municipal ojwoership. As long as 
the public authorities of Glasgow, 
and oth2v British cities continue ther 
present efficiont manggement of 
important services, the people will 
fight all attempts to return fran- 
chises ta sordid speculators.

A very large commitlee was formed

Ovtdoor activity gives strength, vig- 
or. and long life, and makes a hardy 
race. 

Among the many British officers 
ou board perhaps more interest cen- 
tred around Major Cameron than 
cither Generals or Colonels. He whe 
a etulwart young \Auatralian land- 
lord and farmor, owning with his 
brothers soms thirty-eight thoueand 
acres, [We wero informed ‘that on 
ove of his Tarins were twenty Lhou- 
sand head of cattle alone.

We saw one large pliotograph where 
all the Boers in on edistrict were 
commanded by him, to be present to 
heax the death sentence pronounced 
on some five Boers who were guilly 
of high treason, and to see them! ex- 
ocuted. yen to look at the picture 
made one feel that war was hell. 
Wo asked the Major, what it felt 
like to-be forced to pronounce the 
denth sentence on so miiny, but he 
found it impossible to describe his 
seneotions. @o our right, and next 
ta us at ilablo, sat an old English 
Colonc]—quile am elder)y man, quiel 
ang unaseuming, but haying travel- 
jed cy lensively was most interesting. 
Ho had recently circled the globs, 
fol in doing so had como over the 
CPR. from Vancouver to Hfilifax, 
and expresved his wonder and admir~ 
ation for the @randeur and immeor 
ily of spaco in oun great and beau- 
tifu! Dominion, which ‘he believes lias 
so great afuture before hor. He 
was also pleased with the luxurious 
conae and comfort in’ travelling over 
the ©.P.. and fin’ Oanoda generally, 
as compared with other countries, 
eyen including Great Britain. We 
did not know that wo had been on 
such fiiondly terms (with aren) live 
member of England’s oldeyt aristo- 
cratic familice until o few, days be- 
foro reaching Cape Town. Members 
of his family aro cluse to the throne 
to-(lay, and thoy can traco their an- 
costry as far back op that boar- 
hunting William tho Conqueror.

Millis Along Our 
Season, 

Our representative visited the river 
front Saturday, and while on his 
jaunt secured short interviews swith 
thle proprietors of our lumboring in- 
dustries. concerning the present 
ecacon's operations. 

THE. RALHBURN CO, 


The Rathburn Co's till, is a busy 
spot al present, amd will be all sum- 
mer, there being a large quantity 
{ of material to ba manufactured into 
lumber and shingles. The mill 
commenced cutting about three weeks 
ago with a larger gang of men than 
ever before, and when the firet drive 
teachos Lindsay the staff will be 
considerably increased. The firny 
also hag a mill at Fepejon Falls, but 
the capacity ia little. more thanthalf 
that of the local mill, conseqaent- 
ly the bulk of the vaw stock. will be 
sawn in town. Previous to putting 
the Fenelon Fall# miil into operation 
a part of ithe firm’s drive of logs 
from Gull River waters were taken 
through to Deseronto. That has now 
been done away’ with, and instead all 
the timber coming frem these limite 
is being manufactured at Feneloo 
Falls and Lindsay. During the past 
winter this firm had several camps 
in Haliburton Gounty, snd ag a reaglt 
the drive this year is a large one. 
Jt is now at Farquabar’s Lakeyin the 
townships of Harcourt and Gailford 
which by water, ie aboot 116: miles 
from Lindeay, Besides tied and posts 
the drive comprises about six mill- 
will furnish 


ion feet, which f ao 
ample stock for beth mills. In ad- 
dition, another drive from Nogey’3 


Oreek will be towed to Lindsay. We 
upderetand that altogether there 
ate oyer 120 men employed on there 
drives. The output of the twof mile 
is about 140,000 shingles per day, 
nearly ope oorioad anda hall, (hrea 
shingl2 machines are operated at 
the local mill while twoare used in 
the mill at the Qataract village. 

For ithe past few years the com- 
pany have been doing their own tow- 
ing, and have a fine fleet of steamera 
in commission for that purpose, The 
tug Marie Louise, formerly owned by 
Capt. Parkin, is a powerful and) pwell 
appointed eraft, and is about the beat 
of its kind on these waters. It is 
manned by Captain Raymesi and En- 
gineer Hancock. In addition: there 
are the barges Columbia and Colon 
and the steam alligator Baptiste, and 
another ‘gutor is beigm built ati Mc- 
Crea’s foundry, which will be com- 
pleted im three weeks. 

Besides Jumber, this firm deals in 
salt, cement coal, sash, doors, etc, 
Much credit is due to Mr. G. H. M, 
Baker, the company’s local manager, 
for having worked up a large trade 
for bis firm in the Midland district. 


CAREW'S MILL. 


Mr. John Carew’s mill has been 
running since before the first of 
April. His, first consignment af 


logs arrived from Scugog Lake a cou- 
ple of deys after the ice moved put. 
Mr. Carew says the scope of his oper- 
ations in the wopd of our north caun- 
try has been greater than in former 
years, and the weather go far haying 
been favorable, the drives will be 
brought down without much delay. 
He has one, drive containing about 
one million feet on the Burnt River 
between Gooderham and Gelert; an- 
other vcomtaiming 15,000 ties and half 
a million fect of timber is at Bass 
Lake, in Harvey township. The Squaw 
River drive, containing 6,000 ties and 
600,000 deet of timber, is already at 
Ball Lake, and just as soom as the 
water lowers will be brought through 
Bobcaygeon to Lindsay. About &800,- 
000 feet and 4,000 ties are at Ro<edale 
and will be taken to Fenelon Falls, 
where Mr. Carew. bus a smal]) mi)) in 
operation. This mill, which has a 
shingle machine and circular, has 
been running all spring, but was clog- 
ed dowm on Friday. It will start 
again later on. 
KENNEDY & DAVIS CO, - 


In the local mill amd yard Mr. 
Carew, bas oyer 100 wen employed. 
There are two shingle machines, and 
they turn out between 55,000 and 60,- 
000 per day. Mr. Carew has‘ two tow 
boats in ecmnection with the! business. 
The Beaver hus a prew ol suven men, 
Cupt., Moran being in charge and 
and five men. 

Perey Checkley being the engineer, 
The Beaver’s consort is in charge of 
Capt. Harman, engineer Anderson, 

“Our business has imcreased 25 per 
cent. since this time last year,’’ re- 
marked Mr. Robt, Kennedy, of the 
Kennedy & Davis Co., “and it is in- 
creasing all the time.’ We have a 
jarge staff employed—men who are 
good workers and a credit to the firm, 
We avermge 81,000 shingles per day, 
ink that af pretty good show- 
ing, considering that staves and head- 
ings are manufactured as well. We 
had seven cribs of logs towed down 
from the upper waters by the Marie 
Louise, but the greater part of our 
mitecial is coming from Bmily Creek. 
All the bass ond cedar we cut is 
brought to Lindsay, but the hemlock 
and hardwood {timber is taken to the 
firm’s mill at Bobeaygeon. We have 
two steamers to do our towing—the 
Maple Leaf and the Hiawatha, The 
former, which is in charge af Qupt. 
Tee and Engineer Chambers, has been 
undergoing repairs, but is now in 
food shape fer a busy season, We 


and mever keep back any pay, con- 
BKoquently we meel wilh no trouble 
in getting good men to do our work, 
Priges are good und Canada if prog- 
pering as mever before.”

of Major Simons, ono of the highest 
aulborilics on inland lake navigation 
who declared in fayor of transporta- 
lion alemy the cheapest ond easicst 
moins availuble. Byery extra ton put 
into a boat's weight meant a ton 
loss in freight carrying ocupacily. The 
cost of transportation by open lake, 


whore strong and expensive benis 
would be required, would be much 
preater than by land-lockedf canal 
This opinion had been given by Major 
Simons with reference to new pro- 
posilions made in vonneclion witly (he 
transporlalion problem as il affected 
New York State through which aven- 
ues of trade fram the west were tik- 
ing thoir course. Another Bument 


in favor of barge canals was (hal very 
little risk attended them during (he 
spring, and fall when there existed 
(he groatest rush in transportation. 
Barge canals do mol confine ‘Lheir 
business but serve to build up indus- 
tries along their route, and benedit 
every class in the country, Anolhor 
advintago that the Trent Canal would 
have waa tbat it would keep (raifific 
away from Buffalo. Tho largest lake 
vessels could operate between Port 
Arcthwe and Midland. The cheapest 
mains of transportation for the bulky 
class of freight was tho large lake 
steamers if kept in their clement, 
otherwise they cease to be, s0, Vessels 
speciully built for tako traffic wero 
not suitable for camal truffic., Tt had 
beon found that some of the large 
vessols carrying 5,000 or 6,000 tems op- 
erating on Inkes paid aver 10 per 
vent, dividend afler paying 5 per 
cent. interest on their bonds, while 
smiller lake vessels have not been 
profitable, il wos more economical 
for large vessels (o run ‘to Midlind 
than (o Buffalo or Port Colborne—the 
round trip was shorter by about 500 
miles, and this permitted of three 
trips to Midland in the time that it 
would take to go to Port Colborne. 
Freight could be carried from Mid- 
land cheaper by barge than through 
(he open lake route and the speaker 
emphasized the fact that the water- 
way was (hrough one of the most im- 
portant provinces in the Dominion,— 
{hrough a section which one of the 
Rothschilds had said was destined to 
become one of the greatest, fronv a 
monufttcturing standpoint, in Am- 
erica. ' 

Mr. Rogers then went into a com- 
parison of the Trent and Brie canals. 
The barges used on the former would 
be much larger thin on the latter, 
and taking freight rates into con- 
sideration he saw a saving by the 
Trent canal of §790,000 per annum, 
a sum whichin four years would build 
the wholo canal from end to end. It 
was only an lined pf bulk freight that 
he reckoned this saving, and there 
were many other instances where 
saving would be effected. Ag ito 
paying its own way, Mc. Rogers con- 
sidered that every available horse- 
power at the dams along the route 
would be utilized in the near future 
and at $2 per horse-pawer thig would 
mean an income of $80,000 per annum 
to the Government or intereat at 
3 per cont. on a capital’ expenditure 
of over two million dollars, almost 
sufficient to complete (he canal, The 
speaker also expressed the opinion 
that from its choapor carrying capac- 
ity'the Trent Camal might stand a 
small tariff, and on a fair estimate 
might carn from this source 
$125,000 per annum, which 
Tepresents the interest at three pr 
cent. on $4,000,000, a sum Sufficient 
(o complete the canal and pay for 
operation and maintenance. These 
Teasons he Considered sufficent why 
Che canal should be campleted at the 


earliest possible time. A small 
expenditure would assure Breat re- 
sults in transportation. In speak- 
ing of the saving of freights, Afr. 


Rogers instanced ‘the American er. 
eal Co., which when running full force 
would use aboul 35,000 bushels of 


oats per y. Df the canal were com- 
pleted it would meani a saving of 3 
cent4 n bushel or over $1000 a day.

CANADIAN BUTTER. 


Why it Does Not Bring as Muches 
Other Makes. 
(Montreal Wittness.) 

Mr, Hf. A. Hodgson, of (lio firm of 
Hodgson Brothers, cheese and butter 
exporters, had just returned from u 
visit to England, where he hag been 
studying the olher end off tho export- 
ing business. Canadian cheese, he 
says, ig about as good as possible, but 
the butter has fallen off in quality 
ils own daicy, so that every man’s 
milk stands on its own merits, while 
in Oamada under the factory system, 
one man may kcep back his cream, 
or send im tainted milk, 40 as to spoil 
the flavor of the whole output of 
(he factory. A very little bad but- 
ter does a great deal of harm in Eng- 
land, for the English buyer wha 
works from lon to two, hag not lime 
to try every box of butter, but buys 
entirely {com sample, 

The general appearance of the pack- 
age bag a great effect with the Eng- 
lish buyer, too. New Zealand butter 
comes smoothly packed in double 
parchment paper, in oblong boxes, 
and this gives it a great advantage, 
Canadian boxes are often ‘too weak, 
so that Lhey bulge, and are sometimes 
made of wood that is not properly 
kiln-dried, and has the germ of mould 
in it before the butter is put im. This 
and pacchment made of wood pulp 
instead of rags often give the outside 
of the butler a badjflavor. Canadian 
packers often make pattern on the 
top of the butter when it is packed. 
but the English buyer prefers a 
smooth top. These may be pmall 
things but they affect the prica of 
our butter, so that the Siberian and 
eyen the Argentine products sell high- 
ec than Comadian. There is no reason 
Qanada should mot have the same pre- 
eminence in butter that she hag in 
cheese. ¢ cant 
in the last lwo years. The butter 
which brings the beat price in the 
English market is English butter, 
It is made under conditions of absol- 
ute cleanliness that we do net’ ap- 
proach in this country. The cow ’s 
udder is sccubbed with a rubber brush 
just before milking, the teats are 
washed with a special solution, the 
miikmaid’s hands are clean, and im- 
mediatoly after milking the bucket 
is emptied and waghed, The feeding 
of the cows is also carefully attended 
to, while in this country a farmer will 
often ¢eed a cow; tumips just before 
milking, and so give the milk a bad 
flavor. Turnips may be fed just af- 
ter milking without hurting the milk. 
Besides in England, under the dairy 
farm syatem, each large farm has

resignation. Wo did not think it 
strange that any candidate would 
support good measures, and thought 
Mr. Gamey would certainly do it. 

Daniel B. Macrae, Gore Bay, sald 
he attended a meeting about a week 
before the ballots were cast, he 
heard Mr. Gamey say in his speech, 
“Tf I am elected I don’t want to go 
down with my hands tied,’’ and he 
wound up by saying he would sup- 
port any good measures that might 
come up. 

Politics Manitoulin Island. 


John Scott, farmer, Township of

Apology of The Mail and Empire 
for Contempt of Court. 


THE COURT’S JURISDICTION. 


Evidence of Road Inspector of Maaitoulin 
—Gamey Teld Him in August Last 
‘That He Would Suppert the Ko) 
Govermmont —Mew the Angry 
Censorvatives Were to Be 
Appeased. 


Toronto, April 80.—The Mail and 
Empiro caso occupicd the attention 
of the Gamoy Royal Commission at 
tho opening of the court yesterday 
morning. On behalf of the newspa- 
per, Mr. J. B. Clarke, K.0., sub- 
mitted an affidavit by the general 
manager, Mr. W. J. Douglas, who 
stated that some time ago he held a 
conference with the various heads of 
departments, and had impressed on 
them that absolute fairness was to 
be tho policy of The Mail and Bm- 
pire, and that every man was to be 
Tegarded aa innocent until proven 
guilty. 

Continuing, the affidavit introduc- 
ed a tu juoque argument, and 
lrought to the attention of the court 
extracts from The Globe, The Star, 
Tho Chatham Daily News, The Lon- 
don Advertiser, and The Toronto 
Telegram, of varlous dates showing 
that much latitude had been exer- 
cised in this case by the press, and 
that therefore it was quite possible 
that less care had been exercised 
than fn an ordinary trial. 

Matter Would End If— 


The Chanccllor said that they 
could not try the whole press of this 
country. If Mr. Douglas was willing 
to admit that the item was unpro- 
Perly published, and express regret 
at tho use of the phrase, ‘‘the 
cheque was cashed two days before 
Gamoy was bribed,” which was 
clearly a prejudgment, with an un- 
dertaking that the offence would not 
be repeated, the matter could end 
there. 

Mr, Clarke, K.C., said that course 
Was unquestionably tho correct, one; 
nevertheless, in justice to his clients, 
he desired ‘to point out that the 
item was already in evidence in part 
at least. The Chancellor would not 
entertain this argument; stating that 
the matter was only disclosed in evi- 
dence because of tho intervention of 
the reporter. 

Mail and Empire Apologizes. 


Mr. Clarke—As I havo already 
Stated, my clients have no desire to 
justify the publication of this mat- 
ter and they have expressed their 
Tegret and now regret the matter as 
having been published. 

The Chancellor—Do we understand 
that they regret that theso two 
things were published, as to prema- 
ture disclosure of evidence and as to 
Gamey being bribed? 

Mr, Olarke—Yes, my Lord. 

Tho Ohancellor—That will do. The 
court will take that as sufficient 
acknowledgment without Putting it 
in writing, 

Powers of the Court. 

Tho Chancellor and Chief Justice 
Falconbridge ihen desired to clear 
up all misapprehension as to their 
Jurisdiction in the matter.

Retarns Not Withheld, 

W. R. Abrey, registrar at Gore 
Bay, and Teturning officer {n tho 
Manitoulin election of May 29, 1902, 
was the first witness called yester- 
day morning. This was the olection 
ot which Mr. Gamey was returned as 
Member. They had no railway com- 
munication on tho Island. 

Mr. Johnston—Q—Tt {5 alleged in 
his statoment that the returns by tho 
returning officer wore hold back and 
not declared until June 17th; and 
ho says ‘This, I believe, was dono 
to give the Government ao chance to 
protest my election, after they saw 
how tho rest of the Protests stood."» 
Is that correct? A.—June 17th Is tho 
dato the returns were made. 

Q.—Is that statement of Mr. Gam- 
ey’s correct? A.—Not that the re 
turns wero withhold. It ts a big dis- 
trict, with outlying places that aro 
hard to get at. Owing to non-con- 
nection with mail boata he had to 
make a personal trip on his bicycle, 
which broke down, 

To Mr. Ritchie he said he would 
not swear he could not get all tho 
ballot boxes {n five or six days, but 
he did not think he could. He gave 
14 days, and didn’t think it vory 
much timo. 

Read Inspector Testifies, 

John WB. Boyd, inspector of colon- 
ization roads, attached to Mr, 
Latchford's department of Public 
Works, swore his work took him over 
Algoma, Manitoulin and Sault Sto. 
Maric. Ho had been in the Govern- 


ment's employ sinco tho spring o1 


1898. Applications for rond grants 
Were much larger than were given 
for such purposes. Since 1898 the 


«rants in the District of Manifoulin« 
had been: 1898—$4,607.81; 1899— 


$3,586.83; 1900—$2,635.20; 1901— 
$2,647.42; 1902—$1,921.86. He had 
seen the statement of Mr. Gamoy 


which applicd for $5,000 or over for 
1902, and some of these he had re 
commended but not all of it. Usually 
those he recommended were granted 
but not always. The final authority 
lay in the Minister, August 16, 1902, 
ho was at Mr. Gamey’s house for 
dinner, ond thie latter spoke of his 
attitude towards tho Ross Adminis- 
tration. 
Gamey, Would Support Ross, 


Mr, Johnston—Q.—What did he say 
about that? A.—He told me that he 
had mado up his mind to support 
the Ross Government. 

Q.—Did he give any reason? A.— 
Yes. He said his reason for doing 
that was that ho heligved their pol- 
icy was tho correct and’ beneficial 
Policy to that northern country, 
and, furthermore, that he didn't 
think that by pursuing an  op- 
Position course {o the Government 
he could accomplish any good cither 
to tho Conservative interests as 
a@gainst tho Government, and he 
would only prejudice himself and tho 
interests of his district by pursuing 
an opposition course. 

‘Mr. Boutty's Conduct 


Mr. Gamey also expressed the be- 
lief that the Ross Government would 
stay in power for the next four 
years. Gamey further said his party 
had disappointed him in financial 
matters, and also with regard to the 
protest. He was quite surprised 
that Gamey intended to’ support the 
Ross Government, and asked how he 
could reconcile that position with 
the Conservatives. Gamey replied 
that os far as the Conservatives 
were concerned, he had to consult 
only four men, Messrs. Irving, Tur- 
ner, Dr. Johnston and another. Ga- 
mey said he could satisfy Mr. Tur- 
ner by getting a subsidy for hfs tel- 
ephone line. In the conversation 
Gamey said that Mr. Beatty (elected 
as a’ Conservative but became an 
Independent after election) had sup- 
ported the Government for the ben- 
efit of the island, and said that Mr, 
Ross wnderstood the needs of that 
northern country ‘better than Mr. 
Whitney. © He did not go to Gamey’s 
house for this convérsation, but hap- 
pened to be passing, and Mr. Gam- 
cy, who stood at his gate, invited 
him in. 

Dictated by Personal Interest, 

He identified his correspondence 
and Mr. Gamey’s letter to him of 
24th Dec., 1902, and the list of 
Toad grants asked on tho same day. 
Witness wrote a letter on Jan. 8 to 
the Minister which enclosed Gamey’s 
list of road grints. On looking oy- 
er the lst some of the applications 
Were not considered by him as ne- 
cessary as some Others in less 
sparsely settled districts, and he so 
advised the Minister and also wrote 
to the latter that he thought some 
of them were dictated more by per- 
sonal than public interest by Mr. 
Gamey. He was good friends with 
Gamey then, and so far as ho was 
concerned the same yet. His rulo 
for recommendation was to favor 
grants to districts where there is not 
sufficient settlement or statute labor 
to keep up the roads. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Ritchie: 

Mr. Boyd said he had succeeded his 
father. The grants of 1898 and 
1899 contained large expenditures 
for a bridge, rospectively, $2,850 and 
$1,892, and the grant he gave for 
1898 was after he took office in Au- 
gust to which he was appointed in 
July. Ho could not say the amount 
granted for the first half of 1898, 
but the $4,607.81 was granted after 
July in that year. AN these mon- 
eys Were expended on the Island. 

Gamey's List, 

Witness said that he received aw» 
list of grants from Mr. Gamey on 
24th Dec., 1902, that he wished to 
have put through the present ses- 
sion. The cstimates for the year 
Were not prepared yet, but these 
were in tho list under consideration. 
Of the list sent in by Mr. Gamey to

Hon. Mr. Stratton Stands Before 
His Accuser. 


AN ABSOLUTE CONTRADICTION 


Never Paid Mr, Gamey Any Money, Dir- 
ectly orIndireotly, Ner Promised Any— 
Knew Nothing of Sullivan's Deals 
—Shall There Ue 
gation Inte General Election 
Funds of Both Parties. 


Toronto, May 5.—At tho opening 
of the forth week of the Royal Com- 
mission yesterday morning Mr. 
Johnston asked that John Galbraith 
and John Hillier be called. Thoy are 
Witnesses who have soveral times 
Leen absent when wanted, and as 
they were again absent yesterday 
morning tho Chancellor directed that 
Warrants be issued to compel thcir 
attendance. 

Tho first witness of the morning 
was Rev. John Francis Guigon, Min- 
ister of the Mennonite Brethren at 
Long Bay, Manitoulin. Ifo said that 
after The Globe interview appeared 
on January 20th, he saw Gamey at 
his home, and he said he would only 
support Government in such mea- 
sures as were for tho good of the 
constituency; that he was as good a 
Conservative as over, and that Globe 
interview looked stronger in print 
than he intended. To Mr. Ritchie he 
said Gamey had denounced Govern- 
mont policy very vigorously, and 
that he made the strange remark at- 
ter Conservative meoting at Gore Bay 
that ‘‘There will be Something move 
later on."

HON. J. R. STRATTON 
GIVES “HIS EVIDENCE, 


Hon. J. R. Stratton, sworn, testi- 
fled, that, though the last election 
was closcly. contested, he did not re- 
gard it as a crisis. In the previous 
election the members were 46 Liber- 
als, 45 Conservatives, 2 not heard 
from, and 1 election not held. But 
the Government was sustained. Fur- 
ther, for three months after the last 
election the Premicr and Attorney- 
General were in England, and other 
Ministers were away at intervals, 
The matter of protests was left in 
his hands. Some protests wore with- 
drawn, but he had nothing whatever 
to do with the Manitoulin protest. 
After the third meeting between the 
parties, carly in June, he determined 
to have nothing more to do with tho 
protests, and left the matter in the 
hands of Mr, Grant, acting for the 
Liberal Association. The first hoe 
knew of the Manitoulin protest was 
from the papers, the end of June or 
beginning of July. He knew noth- 
ing about the Manitoulin protest un- 
til he saw that it was transforred to 
Toronto, which meant it was aottl- 
ed. This was in October. During 
all this time he had no consultation 
with Mr. Grant about it. He never 
employed Jones or the’Sullivans, or 
anyone clse, to approach Gamey. He 
never employed those or any others 
to approach Gamcy in any manner, 

Never Approached Gamey. 

Tle had heard rumors that Mr, Ga- 
mey was going to support the Goy- 
ernment prior to the 9th Sept., when 
the member for Manitoulin came to 
see him. That was absolutely all 
the knowledge he had of Gamey then. 
He did not know on or prior to that 
date that Gamey was coming to seo 
him. Of all the patronage referred 
to, not one &ppointment recommend- 
ed by Mr. Gamey was made by him, 
and only two were made otherwise. 
We said he met Capt. Sullivan once 
at a hotel table in the ‘‘Soo.’’ Te 
was casual, and he had not met him 
since. He met Prank Sullivan in the 
same casual way. He knaw nothing 
about rank Sullivan’s relations 
ahout the North Shore. Tho first ho 
heavd of Gamey was when Frank 
Sullivan introduced him on Tuesday, 
Sept. 9, a few minutes after 10 ¢”. 
clock. 

Neither was ever thero before, Sul- 
livan came first and said Gamey 
wanted fo sce him, Sullivan then In- 
troduced Gamey They spoke a fow 
minutes in a general way about Man- 


Stoulin, the crops, tho railway, tho 
condition of the people, ete, Camuy 
said the policy of the Government 


was approved by tho people, with 
the exception that the administra- 
tion of some of-the officiuls was had. 
Gamey spoke about tho Flesher ap- 
pointment as J. P., und was referred 
by him to the Attorney-General.

In reply to a question, 
Gamey said he had carefully consid- 
cred tho question, wi sure tho 
people would back him.

Gamoy Anxious About Pretest. 
Gamoy asked about the protest, 
and he replied the Government had 
nothing to do with that, and re

Mr. Gamoey asked alhout 
patronage, and he replied that it 


Gamey supported the Government hoe 
would get the samo consideration as 
any other Governmont supporter. Af- 
terwards ho spoko to Mr, Aylesworth 
about the protest, and Mr. Ayles- 
Worth suggested it would be a good 
idea to get Gamey to write a letter 
of his intentions to support the Goy- 
ernment. 

Mr. Stratton then oxplained his 
connection with the Sapphire Corun- 
dum Company, about which he had 
the interview with Mr, Boland on 
September 10th, and why he resign- 
ed as director. Mr. Boland came 
into his office shortly after 11 
o'clock, 

While Mr. Boland was there Mr. 
Aylesworth’s letter was dictated, as 
suggested by Mr. Aylesworth, and 
the substance was the pith of what 
Gainey said the day bofore. Up to 
that time he had no knowledge of 
the Manitoulin protest or the  evi- 
dence about it. Tho lotter was not 
his own idea, and was not addressed 
to anyone. Mr. Boland was in_ the 
office from about 11 until 12.25, 
when ho (Stratton) drove to Os- 
goode Ifall to sce Mr. Aylesworth, 
and when the court was over at 1 
o'clock gave him the letter. 

No Confidence in Gamey. | 

On September 10th Gamey was not 
in his offilco or room. Neither was 
Sullivan. The next day he saw the 
report of the Conservative caucas, 
and that Gamey was presont sup- 
porting Mr. Whitney. He did not 
Imoiw what took place in Mr. Ayles- 
worth’s office until October 23. Ho 
knew hefore breakfast that Gamey 
Was at this caucus, and was surpris- 
ed. 

He did not rely on Gamey’s sup- 
port then or at any time. “I never 
had any confidence in him,’’ said 
Mr. Stratton, emphatically. On tho 
morning of September 11th, he dis- 
cussed the Nova Scotia astern 
Railway with Mr. Boland. About 
$6,000,000 was involved in the pro- 
ject. Nearly all his colleagues, in 
fact all, in the railway are Conserva- 
tives. They left the office about 10 
o'clock, and walked down to the 
Trusts Company office. Neither Ga- 
Mey nor Sullivan was in his offico 
together or alone prior to the 9th 
September and neither was in his of- 
fice on September 11th, never twice 
consecutively in ~ September, never 
twico at all in September. Gamey 
never saw him again until October 
23rd. There was nothing to see him 
about. He then gave all the details 
of his movements up to half-past 2, 
when he closed his office. 

Didn't Give Three Conta.

No Money or Parcel.

Q.—Did he speak to you? A.—Yes.

ing up $1,000. Gamey’s statement 
about tho payment of monéy that 
date was not true in any shape or 
manner. He never told Gamey that 
he would have the patronage of the 
riding. Statement after statement of 
Mr. Gamey as to what passed on

Witness, continuing, said neither

Tha 
statement with regard to o parcel to 
tho smoking-room Mr. Stratton char- 
acterized os ‘‘a manufactured state- 
ment, absolutely falso.'’ Gamey was 
never in his office except on tho 
9th, and came then at his own in- 
stance. Iie never made any appoint- 
ment to mect Gamey.

Wanted the Letter Back, 


In the afternoon Mr. Stratton said 
that Mr. Gamey came of his own ac- 
cord to see him on the morning of 
October 28rd or 24th, and that was 
the first occasion after September 9. 
‘Gamey’ said he wanted to get tho 
letter ho signed in Mr, Aylesworth's 
office on September 10; that ho had 
been persuaded to attend the Con- 
servative caucus on September 10, 
and that in consequence he wanted 
to get back that letter, which was 
addressed to the Premier, and to 
have it sent later, because [{ would 
he awkward to have it then in the 
hands of the Premier. Mr. Stratton 
replied that he did not know whero 
the letter was, In the course of con- 


that interview were characterized by 
Mr. Stratton as ‘‘not true.’’ 

Regarding Gamoy’s letter of De- 
cemher 4, asking a loan of $2,000, 
ho said he never gave him reason for 
making such a request and never re- 
plied to the letter. He knew noth- 
ing whatever about the X.Y-Z. letter 
or the typewritten enclosure of in- 
Struction.

Was Not Alarmed. 


Tle was not surprised when Frank 
Sullivan said to him, “The fellow 
Gamey is not going to support the 
Government’’—as he never expected 
he would. Asked whother he was 
not surprised that Sullivan, o clerk, 
would so address him, ho sald that 
as they had come to him togethor on 
the 9th Sept, he was not. Nor was 
he alarmed. 

Mr. Stratton was closely quesuvu- 
ed about what became of his person- 
al letters, and sald that as o rule 
they were filed, although a vory few 
might not. He sald he did not keep 
any personal books of account, be- 
yond his bank and check baste 

Mr. Blake asked for thelr prod-=- 
tion, and Mr. Stratton said ho had 
no objection whatover to a thorough 


! private inspection, and it was agreed

The Election Funds. 

Mr. Blake then asked about the

Beyond tho Issue. 

Mr. Johnston said the question 
opened up the point whether there 
Was a gencral election fund.- The 


charges were spccific as to the pay- 
ment of $3,000 and of $1,000, and 
not about a fund in general, which 
Would require another commission. 
Nothing prior to May 9 could refer 
to Mr, Gamey, who came into Po- 
litical existence only on that date. 
The House refused to extend tho 
Commission to the matter asked for 
by Mr. Balke. 

The Chancellor suggested that Mr. 
Blake should go on with other ques- 
tions and the Commission would con- 
sider the matter of the fund. 

Mr. Blake asked if he had over 
heard that the American Lumherman

Mr. Stratton said he never 
of it before.

Sept. 9, asked how it Was that nc 
had a letter from Gamey on Sept.

Tuesday Morning.

FREIGHT TRAIN FROM MIDLAND 
MEETS WITH AN ACCIDENT. 


AB Broken Axle Derailed a Car, and the 
Result was a Mass of Wreckago — 
Crow of Double-Header Escaped. 

As (ho result of a brakon axle 
waused by an overheated tire box, a 
porioug accident occurred aboul 3.30 
am. Tuesday morning cn tho Midland 
division of the G.T.R., about a quarter 
af a milo west af Mr. Dundon’s resi- 
dence on the northern’ boundary of 
the town causing g@overal thous- 
and dollars’ worth of damage, 

The train was a double header ex- 
tra freight carrying Manitoba wheat 
en route from Midland to Belleville, 
and was in chargo,of Conductor Ed- 
jward Harding and Engincers Geo. 
Peacock and Bred Jarvis. It” com- 
prised about thirty cars, and! it was 
while coming down tho grade east 
ef the Fenelon orossing alt a pretly 
rood speed that the accident occurred, 
A broken axle cm one of tho oars caus- 
ed tho truck to leave the track, and 
beforo the crew knew’ what had 
happened len cars had been derailed 
and piled high in! tho Gir. Two oars 
were thrown completcly across the 
track and the others were pitched to 
both sides. Tho track for about. one 
hundred yards was completely tom 
up. Fortunately the brakesmaa did 
mot happen to be near the cara ia- 
volved, and so escaped, injury. 

The ten cars wrecked were situated 
about the centre of the train. They 
married mearly 100,000 bushels! of 
wheat, but with tho bxcoption| af a 
couple of thousand bushels’ the bal- 
anoe can be saved. Several of ihe 
wars bad their truoke romoved ¢rcm 
under, but were aot broken open. 

The auxiliary train and crew were 
despaiched to the scene) about half 
an hour afier the accident, and at 9 
o’clook the gang at work was joined 
by the Peterboro and’ Omemce acc- 
tion men in charge’ of Foremen Geo.

Experlonces ofthe Soolety’s Lady Miss- 


ionary in Lumber Camps, 

TL is possible that somo (porsons 
may have tho idea that the members 
of the W.C.T.U. in Ontario timit 
their good work to efforts for the bet- 
torment of morals and social con- 
ditions in lho towns and villages 
whore a branch oxists.

book. Purl of the time L have been 
many miles away from any otbor 
Women. At’ cane of the camps I slopt 
in tho office; three men also slept 
thero ; they curtained off my’ bed with 
a blanket. J slept one night in the 
cabocse of ‘the teain; seven men 
were on the train. I hada geod time 
in the camps wnd believed the Lord 
has blessed the work. With thoex- 
ceplion af Camp 2, which was, visited 
by a missionary from tho United 
States, tH&y have had no Protestant 
services anywhere I have been. At 
Silver Mountain Mine on Tuesday 
evening I held service in ja. French 
Roman Citholic home. It has been 
wondenful the way the Lord hag guid- 
ed. Tho delays of the train, even, 
scomed to lucn out to the furtherance 
of His work, though it has been hard 
sometimes to spend a whole day! go- 
ing ubout forty miles. One learns 
paticnce, however. From Monday 
morning, February 2nd, to Wednes- 
day evening, February 18th, when 
returoed to Fort William, I travelled 
by train 160 miles, by, cutter, etc., 
aboul 125 miles; walked about 20 
miles. Held 14 services, 11 in, the 
camp3 Qnod thred im ithe hospital be- 
tonging ta the camps. At tho hos- 
pital all were present. Al the camps 
{ think [ had an average attendance 
of 25 ar 30; had not ‘time to count, 
af il uguely led the singing besides 
having all the rest of the gervice, 
There were about 6) men in each camp, 
but a large oumber were foreigner 
and Gatholics.

C., last night received instructions 
to hold a squad of 50 men of the 
Royal Canadian Dragoons in readi- 
ness to proceed immediately by spe- 
cial train to Montreal on roceipt of 
further orders, Tho mon and the 
special train were immodiately pre- 
pared for tho journey. Major »Wil- 
liams is in command, with Capt, C. 
T. Straubenzee and Lieut. Douglas 
Young with him. 

Some of the Strike Dotalls. 


Montreal, May 5.—‘‘Tho strike is 
as far from sottlement as ever, and 
understand the men have rejected 
my proposal that they accept the 
Samo clauso as did the Street Rail- 
Way mon a few weoks ago, the same 
giving a partial recognition of the 
union.’ This statement was made 
close on midnight by Mayor Coch- 
rane. 

Tho longshoremen have heen very 
quiet all day, but the teamsters of 
the city are out. Tifteen hundred 
men are added to the army of unem- 
ployed No cargo is being moved 
from tho wharves; the movement of 
heavy freight in the city in connec- 
tion with the Canadian Pacific Rall- 
way, the Grand Trunk, the Interco- 
Jonial and the various steamship 
companies, has temporarily ceased. 
This strike is in sympathy with the 
longshoremen. 


THE BRITISH COMMONS. 


John Redmond, Irish Leader, Speaks on 
the Irish Land Bill. 


London, May 5.—The Irish Secre- 
tary, Mr. Wyndham, yesterday form- 
ally moved the second reading of the 
Irish Land Bill in the Houso of Com- 
mons. 

John Redmond, the Irish leador, 
supporting the motion, said never 
before, since the Act of Union, had 
an English Minister had such a 
chance as Mr. Wyndham had now. 
The landlords and tenants were in 
complete agreement on almost all the 
essential points. Ii the bill was re- 
jected, the Irish people would bo 
driven back into the “old hell of 
Warring passions and conflicting 
hopes.” With all his heart, he pray- 
ed that such a state of things would 
not arise. It would be little short 
of tragic were the Government to 
throw away the golden opportunity, 
which, once lost, might not return 
for a lifetime. 

Mr. Coghill (Conservative) and Sir 
George Bartley (Conservative), hay- 
ing respectively moved and seconded 
the rejection of the Land Bill 

Premier Balfour spoke in support 
of the measure. They had resisted 
Mr. Gladstone's bill, because it was 
inoxtricably bound up in Home Rule. 
The bill was simply intended to sub- 
stitute a good system of land  ten- 
ure for a bad one, and to cure a 
festering sore. 

Sir Henry Camphell-Bannerman, 
the Liberal leader, said the terms of 
the bill should be closely Investigat- 
ed in committee. They were not 
satisfactory as sct forth in the bill. 

Mr. Russell, Liberal-Unionist, sup- 
ported the sccond reading, although 
he disliked somo of the complicated 
arrangements of the bill 

Tha debate was then adjourned.

GAMEY COMMISSION. 


Evidence Closed and the Argu- 
ment on Tuesday Next. 


SUMMARY OF ARRANGEMENTS 


Mr. James Conmee, M.P.P., on the Stand 
Tella of His Conversations With Mr. 
Gamey and of the Manitoulin Pro- 
test—Questioned About Liberal 
Campaign Fund — Rebuttal 
Evidence, 


Toronto, May 7.—The ovidence in 
the Gamey case was practically fin- 
ished yesterday, and the Commission 
adjourned at 2.50 until Tuesday 
morning, when, after a few matters 
have been disposed of, Mr. Blake 
Will begin the argument for the pro- 
secution. Neither side has yet de 
cided whether or not to recall Mr. 
Gamey, but the Chancellor said the 
commission would require his pres- 
ence on some points. 

A Non-Sult. 


The names of the other Ministers 
having been mentioned, Mr. John- 
ston said that they had not been 
called because there was nothing for 
them to answer. Tho Chancellor re- 
marked that he supposed, so far as 
they were concerned, there would be 
a non-suit if it were a civil investi- 
gation, 


What Commissioners Want. 


The judges also stated that they 
desired to have two matters on 
Which evidence had not been present- 
ed, cleared up. One was the matter 
of the letter sent to Gamey by Mr. 
D. A. Jones, of Beeton. The Chan- 
cellor announced that they would 
call Mr. Jones and take his testi- 
mony themselves. 

Another matter which they thought 
it pecessary to clear up was the 
question of how Gamey’s letter of 
Sept. 10 came into the hands of 
Premier Ross. Mr. Johnston demur- 
red at this, and said he hadn't 
thought it worth while to call other 
Cabinet Ministers for there was 
nothing material on which they 
could testify. The Chancellor insisted 
that this must be cleared up, and it 
is likely that the Premier will bo 
called, The judges also alluded to 
the fact that Captain John Sullivan 
had not been called; but, after con- 
sideration, did not deem it necessary, 
as it was not shown that he had 
broached anything to Gamey-. 

Yesterday morning there was a sc- 
cret oxamination of the Ontario 
Bank's books by judges and counsel, 
Mr. Walter Barwick, K.C., represent- 
ing the bank. Nothing was revealed 
as to what took place. When tho 
court rose at 1 o'clock it was 
agreed that some expert accountant 
nominated by the court should look 
over the entries in the books of the 
revenue-produciug branches of the 
Government on or about the dates 
involved. 

Mr. Conmee Called. 


At the opening of the Gamey Com- 
mission yesterday morning the first 
witness was Mr. James Conmee, M. 
P.P. Both before and after the elec- 
tions he spoke with Mr. Gamey 
about mining and other matters. 
They discussed starting a smelter, 
and whether the Government would 
grant a subsidy. Between the 4th 
and 11th of June, in the Rossin 
House, Gamey again discussed tho 
smelter, and he told Gamey that the 
Governinent was favorable to 


some 
form of assistance. Gamey mention- 
ed a water-power which could be 


used in connection with the smelter, 
and said he thought he could raise 
$10,000 to put into it. In the con- 
Nersation Gamey said that Mr. 
Whitney, in a speech at Sudbu 
showed ignorance of mining matte. 

Gamey said that if tho Ross Goy- 
ernment carried out its policy he 
Would give it an independent sup- 
port. About the end of June he mat 
Gamey again on the train, and Gam- 
.. said ho had made up his mind to 
give the Ross Government his sup- 
port. The protest was mentioncd, 
and Conmee said ho did not think it 
would be pressed if he (Gamey) wore 
going to bo a Government supporter. 
His attention was called to the de 
nial made by Mr. Gamey in his eyi- 
dence that he said ho would support 
the Government, Mr. Conmeo was 
positive Gamey did say so, and, 
moreover, that it was understood at 
nomination that he would be inde 
pendent. Gamey further told “him 
that he was not bound to support 
any party, and that he had tried to 
put his party right on theso matters. 

In cross-cxumination Mr. Conmeo 
said he had been urging the Govern- 
ment to establish a customs smelter, 
hut none was yet built. The Goy- 
ernment was a little slow about the 
matter, THe had urged it upon Mr. 
Hardy, both as Commissioner and as 
Premier, le reminded Mr. Gamey 
that if the Government was not very 
fast his political friends were very 
bad in opposing such a policy. After 
the election Gamey told him that, 
though he ran as a Conservative, he 
was not a strict-party man. Though 
he was anxious to see those  dis- 
tricts go the right way, he had no 
charge over them. 

Favors to Conservatives. 


Gamey asked him in June if his be 
ing a Conservative would be a dot- 
riment to the enterprise of starting 
a stucltcr or prevent the Government 
from giving assistance. He said he 
did not think so, for his experienco 
was that tho Conservatives frequent- 
ly got the best of it. The Conser- 
vatives got fayors that the Liberals 
ought to get, Mr. Conmoe said in a 
bantering way. He thought it would 


do the company no harm if he (Ga- 
mey) continued a Conservative, 
Tt was then Gamey said he was 


not o strict party man, and would 
give the Government independent 
support. Tle told Gamey that ho 


he accepted cho nominouc. - 

on condition that he might 1 rye 
to himself the right to judge for 
himself any measures that might be 
proposed. He himself had yoted 
against tho Government many times, 
but not “under Mr. Ross’ Premi: 
ship, but hoped he was still in the 
Liberal party. 

“And hope to be 
Mines?’’ asked Mr.

He was 
asked by Mr, Traser, the Liberal 
candidate, to see Mr. Grant about 
the Manitoulin protest. He had pro- 
mised Mr. Fraser that, if necessary, 
he would put up the deposit. He did 
put up the deposit about the end of 
June, It was not by check, but by 
parcel. He was not sure how much 
he drew in Toronto. ‘He had drawn 
n couple of thousand dollars in con- 
nection with some lands, and as the 
other partner did not show up he 
carried the money in his pocket. 
Some of it was in express orders and 
tho balance, $800 or $1,000, from 
the Ontario Bank. 

Bulging With Money. 

For about ‘a month he kept this 
$2,000 either in his pocket or his 
trunk. He had often carried more 
and for a longer time. He did not 
remicmber the denominations, of the 
bills—‘‘they were not very small; it 
Wasn't a big parcel.’’ Fraser has 
not yet refunded him the money. He

THE UNIT PRINCIPLE HOLDS. 


Algoma Gains Two Members, and Kent, 
One Each—No 
Changes of Counties in Quebec— 
In Noya Scotia Victoria Dis- 
appears, and in New Brans- 
wiek Albert. 


Brant and Toronto 


Ottawa, May 12.—The committee 
for the redistribution of the constit- 
uencles had their first real plunge in- 
to the subject yesterday morning. 
The readjustment of the Ontario 
seats was under discussion, and from 
the best information obtainable it 
was determined to proceed on the 
following lines:— The unit of popu- 
lation is to be 25,000. All counties 
under that unit and up to a unit 
and a half are entitled to one mem- 
ber. Counties over a unit and a 
half and up to two units and a half 
are to be given two members. Coun- 
tics over two and a half units will 
be accorded three members. The to- 
tal representation of Ontario will be 
eighty-six members. Under the 
distribution two new members must 
be given to new Ontario, and the 
addition of the suburban population 
to Toronto will mean another mem- 
her for that city. Including the six 
which the Province must lose by its 
failure to increase in the necessary 
proportion of population, this makes 
nine members to come off old Ontar- 
io’s representation. Proceeding on 
the lines laid down by the commit- 
tee, the numerical representation of 
the constituencies of Ontario would 
be as follows:

THE COMMONS. 


After a Short Session the House Adjourn: 
ed Out of Respect to the Late Mr. 
Justice Bills. 


Ottawa, May 12.—The House sat 
only until 6 o'clock yesterday, ad- 
journing out of respect to the mem- 
ory of Justice Mills, and to allow 
niembers to attend his funeral. 

Good progress was made with gen- 
eral bus: on the order paper. Sir 
Wilfrid, replying to Mr. Morin, said 
that, before accepting the Ross rifle, 
the Government submitted it to ex- 
ports. 

Mr. Grant moved for the papers 
relating to lowering or regulating of 
the waters of Lake Simcoo or Lake 
Couchiching, explaining that lands 
in Townships of Mera, Rama and 
Morrison were damuged by floods, 
occasioned by overflow from these 
lakes. Col. Hughes did not want 
any measure for lowering the lakes, 
which would interfere with the Trent 
Valley Canal. 

Mr. Sutherland thought the matter 
was under Provincial control, but 
would enquire into it carefully. 

Mr, Brock’s bill for the prevention 
of cruelty to animals was held over 
while the promoter consults with the 
Department of Justice. 

Mr. Demers inoved the second read- 
Ing of the bil! to indemnify those 
Who suffer damage hy fire from rail- 
ways. ‘Mhis bill anises out of the 
case of Roy v. C.P.R. Roy had his 
property destroyed by fire kiadled 
by sparks froin a C.P.R. ongine.

STREET FRANCHISES. 


(Montreal Daily Witmess.) 
A recent decision by the Court of 
Appeals of the State of New York has 
confirmed the legality cf the fran- 


chise tax. This is a ‘tax imposed by 
municipalities on companieg for ithe 
use and occapaticn of streets and 


highways for carrying om their bus- 
iness. The principle on which the 


decision was baséd was clearly defined 
in the judgment, which declared that 
a street-using framchise, granted by 
the Legislature to a private corpor- 
ation, gives it the right to da some- 
thing on the public highways which, 
except for the grant, would be tres- 
pass. The various companies, street 
railways, gas, clectric ‘power and 
light, telephone and cthers, which, in 
all municipalities, have taken practi- 
cal possession of the highways, re- 
sisted the imposition of the tax, con- 
tested it in the courts, and finally 
4 made the appeal, which has now gene 
fgziast them, on the alleged uncensti- 
tutionality of the act under which 
the tax was imposed. Throughout 
this long legal contest it was made 
abundantly evident that the franchise 
for using (he public thoroughfares is 
the most valuable asset the companies 
possess, sceing that their profits are 
enormously greater ithan any 

vestment they make cam in any \ 
account Jor. If there is anything in 
which public ownership jis manifest- 
ly incontestable, it is the streets of 
u municipality, but the corperations 
have ignored this ownership. Jy this 
decision, it is maw made clear, as ene 
of the judges observed, ‘a corporation, 
which derives its powers from ithe 
eiate, should ‘pay to the state a just 
percentage of its eamnings as a re- 
turn for the privileges it enjoys.’ 
‘fhe assessment tax is thas confirm- 
ed on the grounds of justice and con- 
stitutionality. dt makes property, 
valued at five hundred million dollars 
tn the State of New York, and admit- 
tedly the best-paying investments to 
be found anywhere, amenable te bear- 
Ing its share of public burdens, which 
hitherto it has evaded. The legal 
precedent thus established is of im- 
mense impoviance, inasmuch as the 
facts, argaments, and principles on 
which it was founded, ure the same 
and equally applicable in all consti- 
tutionally (governed countries. It 
stands to reason that exceptional re- 
venues, derived from the living nec- 
essities of the people, are the most 
legitimate objects for taxation, Parm- 
ers, gardeners, butchers, and others 
who serve the people, are taxed for 
permission to do so. Why not vor-

A Devoted Wife. 


The late Mr. Justice Mills was of 
a gentle and benevolent disposition 
and was much beloved by his fellow- 
Judges on the Bench, and all with 
whom he came in contact. During 
his term as Minister of Justice he 
was a careful and conscientious ad- 
ministrator, and made a point of 
varefully looking into every case that 
came before him. Of him it might 
truly. be said that in all his acts 
‘justice was tempered with mercy.’’ 

Tt is scarcely more than a year ago 
tbat Mrs. Mills came down from Lon- 
don to live with him in his hand- 
mome residence on Concession street 
which her hushand had prepared. 
They were thoroughly devoted to 
each other, and no man was more 
domestic in his tastes than the de- 
ceased Judge. Although of an ad- 
vanced age, his step was so elastic 
and his disposition so buoyant that 
several years of happy life might 
have been anticipated for him. But 
the grim reaper intervened, and the 
tnoan who was above all others look- 
ed upon as the sound lawyer and*the 
dmpartial Judge has gone to his last 
reward. 

A Man of Many Parts. 

Mr. Justice Mills was a man of 
many parts. As a statesman — for 
that word better fits his place in 
public life than the word politician 
—ns a constitutional lawyer, as a 
Journalist, as a writer of graceful 
verses, and as a Judge, ho was 
equally at home, and his views, 
wherever advanced, were listened to 
with the utmost respect. 

The author of several brochures on 


political subjects, Mr. Mills Mke— 
wise wrote extensively on public 
questions for the magazines and 
Tewspapers, and he was for five 


years subsequent to 1882 editor-in- 
Chief of The London Advertiser. 
Many beautiful poetical pieces also 
emanated from his pen. 

In religion, Mr. Mills was a Meth- 
odist. He marricd in December, 
1860, Miss M. J. Brown.

He studied medicine 
at Jefferson Medical College, Phila- 
delphia, and graduated from Queen’s 
University, Kingston, in 1870. He at 
once settled in Bracebridge, where, 
until his death, he continued to prac- 
tise his profession, and was for 
many years one of the most widely 
known and busiest physicians in the 
north country ‘A man of broad 
sympathics and kindly manner he 
was everywhere beloved and un\ver- 
sally popular.

eral Association for many years, Dr- 
Bridgland was a prominent politi- 
cian, and at the genera) election of 
1898 was elected to the Legislature, 
and was again returned by a major 
ity of 88 at the last election. 

Three years after settling at Brace- 
bridge Dr. Bridgland married Miss 
Tamme Fraser, a daughter of Mr- 
Henry Wrvaser of Barrie, and leaves 
besides his widow, three Qaughters, 
all of whom are residing at “home. 
His other surviving relatives are his 
father, his sister, Mrs. Aubrey White, 
Toronto, and a brother, who resided 
with him.

JAPANESE ADVICE TO CHINA. 


tensive Warlike Preparations in Pro- 
grest—¥Forte at Mouths of the Liao 
River Garrisioned by 14,000 
Troops — London's View of 


Present Complications. 

Pekin, May 9.—The Russians, it is 
announced, have re-occupied New- 
chwang with a large force, and also 
have put garrisons in the forts at 
the mouth of the Liao River. They 
are further reported to be making ex- 
tensive warlike preparations. 

The news of Russian activity, 
which comes from a most trust- 
Worthy source at Newchwang, adds 
that on their return to Newchwang 
the Russian troops brought with 
them several large guns. A large 
force has been ordered to re-occupy 
Tienchwangtai. Tho Russians have 
14,000 troops between the mouth of 
the Liao River and Port Arthur, 

The Russians are veported to he 
constructing forts on the hills near 
Liaoyung, commanding the road be- 
tween there and the Yalu River, and 
they have arranged a large quantity 
of provisions delivered at New- 
chwang. A despatch from an official 
at Nowchwang says indications point 
; Strongly to these active prtepara- 
| tions neing intended to forefend oper- 
ations against the Russians in Man- 
churia. 

Never Evactuated Newchwang. 

London, May 9.—The anuounce- 
ment from Pekin that the Russians 
have ‘‘ro-occupied’’ Nowchwang must 
not be understood as implying that 
they ever fully evacuated tho place. 
‘The news is taken here to mean that 
the town has been re-occupied by the 
force the withdrawal of which was 
announced in April, when the Mus- 
slans said that all the troops except 
the men necessary for tho Police 
guard had been removed. 

The Russian Proceedings at New- 
chwang are attributed here to 
China’s refusal to comply with the 
demands which Russia recently subk- 
mitted. 

Japanese Advice to China. 


Tokio, May 9.—In the name of 
Prince Koyone, President of the 
House of Peers, the Nationalists 


have telegraphed to Yuan Shih Kai, 
Viceroy of Pechili, and Chang Chih 
Pung, Viceroy of Nankin, advising 
the immediate opening of Manchuria 
and the granting of o concession for 
the Wiju-Newchwang Railroad to an 
Anglo-Japanese-American syndicato.

OTTAWA CITY 
DEVASTATED. 


1,000 People Homeless’ in the 
Dominion Capital, 


THE SUPPOSED INCENDIARY. 


That Section Which Suffered in the 
Great Fire of 1900—Primrose Hill 
and Monks of St, Jean Baptiste 
Again Guarded City's

Ottawa, May 11.—As a result of a 


| fierce blaze in Ottawa yesterday af- 


ternoon one thousand families have 
been rendered homeless, The flames 
SWept an area in the city estimatdd 
@t from seventy-five to one hundred 


acres. The loss is estimated to be 
Something over half a million dol- 
lars, almost wholly insured, The 


Property destroyed consists of resi- 
dences and ten million feet of lum- 
ber, Nearly three hundred buildings 
Were consumed. The flames had con- 
trol of the city for six hours, owing 
to the Water main bursting. Mont- 
real was appealed to. The militia 
forces were out. The fire began at 
8.80 ond was extinguished at 9.80. 

This city yesterday had on exper- 
jence rivalling that of the great flre 
of April, 1900. The whole of the 
West end of the city known as Mount 
Sherwood and Rochesterville, was 
Swept by the flames. ‘Whe blaze 
Started at 8.80 and was extinguish- 
ed at 9.80. Hundreds of Wagons Car- 
rying the household goods of the 
inhabitants streamed eastward all af- 
ternoon and late into tne night. 

The Forty-third Rifles and Gover- 
nor-General’s Foot Guards were call- 
ed out to ald in keeping order. 

An Incendiary Suspect. 


Thero are rumors of incendarism, 
anc John White is in the Police cells 
in connection with the fire, He was 
sent to the penitentiary by Chancel- 
lor Boyd in January, 1895, for in- 
cendarism, and released on ticket of 
leave in October, 1901. He is Said 
to have a craze on the subject of 
fires, and is suspected of habit of 
ringing false alarms. 

The first premonition of danger 
Was a fire in a hay-pressing factary 
near Union Station about noon. This 
caused a good deal of alarm in a 
district which has been twice swept 
by tlre, but was Placed under con- 
trol after burning a factory and sey- 
eral thousand dollars’ worth of lum- 
ber. A second alarm was sounded 
about 8.30, and the flames burst out 
in tho heart of the lumber district. 
The fire began in J. R. Booth’s Jum- 
ber piles near Oliver's furniture fac- 
tory and spread with lightning ra- 
pidity. Immediately after the fire 
broke out the Pumping main burst 
and left the firemen helpless for two 
hours. The district lies in a hollow 
below a rocky blud, which affords a 
the height. But a high wind was 
Partial protection to the houses on 
blowing from the West, @nd even the 
dwellers on the high land were 
afraid that the fire would mount up 
and sweep the whole c ty to the east- 
ward. 

A Danger Averted. 

The church and monastery of St. 
Jean Baptiste stand on the bluff, 
and the Dominican Pathers were 
Seen removing their books and other 
Property. Even the house on Con- 
cession street where the body of 
Judgo Mills lies was Supposed to be 
in danger. Pictures and other 
articles were removed from it. 
Tho possibility of having to remove 
the body was considered. But tho 
danger in this region was averted by 
the wind veering round to the south 
and thenceforth the fire was confined 
to the lower level. Here it had its 
own way, and by tho timo the water 
Was obtained again, houses were he- 
ing consumed {n blocks and streets, 

The fremen fought hard to keep 
the flames from crossing ‘Division 
street, which lies at the foot of the 
cliff, and were successful. The Sire, 
however, swopt along from south to 
north, following tho opposite direc- 
tion from the fire of Several years 
ago. 

Confusion and Panic. 
The wildest confusion and panic 


Prevailed. Furniture was flung out 
of houses. Everything on wheels was 
called into requisition, and the 


stream of traffic filled al) the streets 
going eastward for hours. Men and 
Women carried bundles in their arms, 
Household furniture Was piled upon 
vacant lots in places that wero sup- 
posed to be out of danger, and some- 
times the family would bo scen soat- 
ed on tho chairs and sofas, One man 
finding that a trench had been dug 
near his house, threw his furniture 
into jt and covered it with earth. 
Another was driving a load of furni- 
ture when shouts from Spectators 
warned him that tho stuff was on 
fire. Four men who mauaged to get 
a wagon, but no horses, took hold 
of the shafts and moved their pro- 
perty out of danger. 

‘Tho boundaries of the fire may ho 
described generally as the Canada 
Atlantic tracks on the south, Rich- 
mond road on the north, Pirst 
avenue on the west and the wost 
side of Division street on tho east, 

It is about three-quarters of a 
mile long and a quarter of & mile 
broad. 


Buildings Worth $1,500 Each.

Ranstead heard some one remark 
in passing his house: “Gosh, he 
must have a great pull with Leaur- 


jer,"’ 
Union Station Threatened. 

The Union Station was for a long 
time considered to be in danger, but 
escaped, although many piles of 
lumber in the vicinity were burned. 

There are supposed to be about 
one thousand families homeless. Some 
are finding refuge in other houses, 
Others are camping on the public 
parks and commons. 

At 6 o'clock a telegram was sent 
to Montreal asking for aid, ond at 
8.25 o special had left Montreal car- 
rying three engines and twenty-five 
men. By the time they arrived the 
advance of the fire had been checked, 
but the whole district was covered 
with flames for hours afterwards. 
Tho willingness of all partics to help 
was very noticeable. The militia 
tendered excellent service, and the 
firemen were freely aided by citizens. 

The Dominican Pathers rendered a 
great deal of assistance in the work 
of removing furniture from danger. - 
‘The loss is estimated ut half a mil- 
lion. $860,000 for houses and con- 
tents, and $150,000 for lumber. J. 
R. Booth & Go, and the Export 
Lumber Co. are the chief losers on 
the lumber. 

Ares of Sixty Acres. 

The Assesament Commissioners «s- 
timates area of burned district at 
sixty acres. This is cons{dered rath- 
er low. His estimates of his houses 
burned and families homeless are al- 
so lower than those given above. 

Not until 9.30 o’clock was there 
@ny assurance that the Chaudicre 
flats would be saved. Across Welling- 
ton street the northern terminus of 
the fire were plles of lumber sur- 
rounding the ©.P.R. depot, and lead- 
ing dewn to Booth’s mills. There 
were no Casualties, but several per- 
sons seriously ill had to be hurriedly 
removed, and one, an Italian, died 
shortly after. 

Chief Powell says that the Police 
suspect White of starting the first 
fire in the hay sheds, but that ho 
did not start the big fire, as he was 
under surveillance by a detective all 
afternoon. 

Record of Last Fire. 

On April, 26, 1900, ‘The 
Fire at Ottawa” occurred. 
reports of that day said:

Toronto, May 11.—D. Cumming of 
124 Peter street Jast night received 
a telegram from his family in Ot- 
tawa, telling him that the household 
was totally destroyed. This is tho 
second time Mr. Cumming has lost 
his property, he having been in the 
fire of 1900. His house in Ottawa 
Was at the corner of Spruce and 
Preston. streets, and in the centre of 
the fire-swept districts.

An Alibi For Gamoy.~ 


R. J. Armstrong, general mei- 
chant of Goro Bay corroborated the 
previous witnesses as to what hap- 
pened at Mr, Gamey's meetings, 

On. the morning of Tuesday, Sep- 
teraber 9, 1902, he had met Mr. 
Gamey about 9.15 around Simpson's 
store in ‘Toronto. They arranged to 
mect at 10 o'clock at tho Dxhibi- 
tion groinds. Witness was at the 
appointed place at 9.55. Mr. Gam- 
ey arrived ten minutes later. The 
two visited various portions of the 
Exhibition, and were together until 
one o'clock, when they separated. 
Witness then transacted somo busi- 
ness with Mr. W.R. Landon, of the 
Chatham Wagan Works. He fixed 
the date accurately by a receipt for 
Bome notes which he had handed oy- 
er to Mr. Landon. 

(The object of this testimony was 
to contradict {he evidence of Hon, 
J. R. Stratton, Elgin Myers and 
Frank Sullivan, that Gamey visited 
the Parllament Buildings on the 
morning of September 9, and that 
this was his only yisit during that 
Month. Ganicy swore that to the 
best of his recollection his 
first visit was on the tenth.) 


Cress-Examination. 


To Mr. Johnston, the witness said 
that when hc was in tho city at 
Fair time he did not stay at a 
hotel, but at a friend’s place.

Wo arrived here yesterday after 
visiting Majuba Hill, “Laing’s Nek, 
Mount Prospect and other places, 
but ‘those muko another story. Just 
now we are on “'Spion,’ 4,800 eet 
above the sea. The view is grandeur 
supreme, Ranges of mountains 150 
miles off seem so very near, We aro 
nearly 20 miles out af Ladysmith by 
road and tyet the historic battlefields 
surrounding this low Jying batilo 
soarred town can be pluialy seen from 
Spion.

Previous to 
24th there was some fierce fighting 
for four or five days just west by 
fouth of Spion Kop and around some 
smaller kopjes, Some five month 
after Mr. Coventry and his brathers 
and a few meighbors buried 29 Brit- 
ish soldiers who somehow had been 
missed by Uheir ecomrades, Their 
bodies had Jain all this tine cn the 
open veldt and were greatly dried’ but 
otlerwise in a ‘fairly good stale of 
preservation.

The 
consumption of water in Lindsay 
per head of population is going up 
rapidly. It may be that the increase 
js not out ot proportion, taking the 
number of new services into account, 
and eyen if it is, the fact does nat 
necessarily mean a leakage in the 
mains, Much weter fis wasted by 
citizens, and the time will soon come 
when out Commissioners will have 
to appoint au inspector to visit ihe 
homes of water-takerg at unspecified 
times and take mote of the conditions. 
Yet we know that several bad leaks 
haye been detected from time to time 
and the fact that the system has al- 
most a mile of pipe that has been 
buried and subject to rust for a 
period of over twenly years calls for 
the utmost vigilance. It is insport- 
ant that our experiment in municipal 
onvmersbip should be attended with 
the fullest ‘possible measure of suc- 
cess if ouc citizens are td be 
couraged lo press forward along that

Cross-examined by Mr. McPherson, 
Dweedio said the charts showed that 
the heavy rain had been from 6.45 
to 8.30, and from 12 to 1. From 
8.30 to 12 it had been merely drizzl- 
ing with the exception of a very 
brief shower about 10 o'clock. 

Mr. Jobnston also announced that 
he proposed to call some evidenco in 
reply to the hackdriver Green by 
bringing three ladies, two of whom 
were in Peterboro’ and one in Winni- 
peg.

A Hudson Bay Co's post 
is located about cighty miles {rom 
Hay River, and when running short 
of flour Mr. Marsh has to make the 
trip by foot to this post. A couple of 
years ago the supplios were delayed 
in arriving from Hdmontog, and being 
short of flour, Mr. Marsh travelled to 
the H. B. yost and was cnly able to 
aecure three bags. Another trip had 
to be made later, but this time he was 
leas forlunate, being only able to se- 
cuce two bags more. The five bags 
cost him $65, and he ‘travelled 320 
miles besides. Goods «are exchang- 
ed for furs, and ag a rulo 
he Indians ure Fleece 
in the deal. hey do not receive one- 
tenth of the value of the furs im goods 
It is known ‘that a valiubic bear pelt, 
syhich was secured by tie Hudson 
Bay people at about $65, was sold on 
the Londom market for over ($720, 
Other skins have sold as high ag $500, 
and yet this great wealthy company 
have never been known to assist or 
help the Indians, by whom they haye 
made millions of dollars. Lord 
| Stralbcona, whom we respect for his 
loyalty, is a big shareholder, in the

; Said that he made his sturt in that 
weallL by trading with the Indians 
jin the early eighties. He has given 
1 large sums of money lo the umiver- 
'fsities of Ontario and Quebec and in 
other like ways, but, remarked- Mr. 
Marsh, he would be dispiaying wis- 
dom and a proper sense of gratitude 
if he gave some of his murey towards 
starting Indian schools throughout 
that vast territory and assisting the 
missioners fimancially, in performing 
theic self-sacrificing duties in that 
distant land. ,

Mr. Marsh brought down from Hay 
River two Todian boys of the Slavey 


(tribe, named Albert Grostete and 
Walter Chortsi, aged 12 and 11 years 
respectively. Vour years ago these 
lads could not speak Waglish, nor 
read ot write, but they kave been 
transformed into clever readers ond 
writers under the ecarefel training of 
Mr. Marsh. When they grow a little 
older these boys will assist Mr. Marsh

He is great- 
ly) interested im his work, and un evi- 
dense of this is his willingness to sac- 
rifice all comforts and conveniences 
put up with many hardships in order 
to go into that fur away country and 
to labor and do good among ‘hese al- 
most uncivilized peoples. 

In am jnterview jwith our represen- 
tative Mr. Marsh said that when he 
nrrived at Hay River ten years ago 
there wusn’t house, but! \to-day 
there are several and a mice church to 
worship ip as pyell.. Hay River is 
about 3200 miles north-east of Edmoa- 
ton and is reached by walter, but one 
has to travel one hundred miles by 
a trail leading from Kdmonton to 

Athabasca Riyer Landing. 

After reaching this point the trav- 
eller boards a large snow, Sails down 
Athabasce River to the lake of the 
samme name, and after crossing the 
latter luke, which is a large bedy of 
water about fifty miles wide at the 
point he eresses, he enters Slaye River 


and (hen Great Slave Lake, a body of 
of water nearly twice the size of Lake 


a 


Ontario. He then proeéeds south- 
cast Lill he reaches Hay River, the 
missi being five wiles up the 


stream. Ll was located al Lbat point 
in order ta be sheltered {nom the 
heayy wives and storms of the Great 
Slave Lake. ' 

Tho Indians in the vivinity of Hay 
River arc known us tho Slayey tribes, 
although there are vyurious other 
although thereaure many ~ther tribes 
throughout the district. The Indian 
Lopulation of the Mackenzie River 
district would total about 5,000 or 
6,000, but they are sgéattured over 
such a vast teriitory that one: might 
travel a whole day without meeting 
a single person. 
Ton about 300 ure settled and are be- 
ing chvistiaaized by Mr, Marsh and 
his assistants. Ju addition to looking 
after the spiritual welfare of these 
people, an Indian school is established, 
and the sons sind daughtors of tho 
red-man are taught to read, write 
and speak the English language, 
which in itself is a noble work. 

, Fish ond Game 
are plentiful in this distant land. 
Pish can be caught in Hay River only 
at certain soasons of the year, (or 
they remain in tho river but a short 
lima and then go te Slave Lake, whore 
they cannot Lo secured so easily. 
At the Mission the fish are secured 
in large mumbers and placed in the 
sun to dry, amd then packed nway 
for food in the winter. Tho animals 
that inhabit this territory are rein- 
deer, boar, clk deer, musk-ox and 
wolves; there are also ducks ond a 
fow, pruivie chickens. Mr Marsh says, 
Teindcer are so mumerous thut a herd 
of 600 were seen by am Indian at oe 
time. The musk-ox is hunted under 
great difficulties, They are gener- 
ally secuced out on the barren lands 
hundreds of miles away, and the 
Indiam3 who attempt tho musk-or 
hunt must cither sepure their prize 
or soffer starvation and death. When 
they g¢o on one of these expeditions 
they take their teepees, or wigwams, 
a Joad of wood drawn by dogs, and 
just enough provisions to last going 
ono way. They will travel dour or 
give hundred miles im their search for 
this valuable animal Gf success- 
ful they then return, living on the 
carcase on the home trip, but failing 
they usually starye to death. Yet 
despite these difficulties hundreds of 
Indians go annualiy in search of this

Protecting Dependent Children, 

Col. Gibson moved the second 
reading of his bill to amend the chil- 
dron’s protection act. Tt provides 
for the appointment of a Children’s 
Committee of six persons in each 
electoral district to co-operate with 
the Superintendent of Neglected Chil- 
dren and the Children’s Aid Socie- 
ties, to assist in placing and visita- 
tion of neglected and dependent chil- 
dren; the committee to be appointed 
by the County Judge, the Sheriff 
and the Warden. It also provides 
for the appointment of probation of- 
ficers, to whose care will be referred 
children under sixteen years charged 
With offenses, and that no child tn- 
der fourteen charged with an offense 


against the laws of the Province 
shall be committed to uny Jail or 
police station or lock-up pending 
trial. 


The bill was read a second time, 

Mr. Ross’ bill providing that per- 
Sons whose factory premises ara ex- 
empt from ordinary taxation shall 
not be disqualifled from being a 
municipal representative was read a 
second time, 

A number of private bills were 
read a second time. 

Third Readings. 


The following bills were read a 
third time; To amend the Public 
Libraries Act (Harcourt); respecting 


the Necropolis Burying Ground, 
South Dorchester (Brown); respect- 
ing St. James’ Cathedral, Toronto 
(Pyne). 


In committee, the Ilouse agreed to 
Several bills, with some amendments. 
Questions by Members. 

Replying to Dr. Nesbitt, Hon. Mr. 
Latchford said that J. A. McMaster 
was appointed overseer on Markstay 
and Warren road fn May, 1902. The 
sum of $180 was sent to him on 
May 20, with a bond for execution. 
About one and a quarter miles of 
road were improved. 

Replying to Dr. Jessop, Hon. Mr. 
Dryden said there was at present 
one experimental fruit station in the 
County of Lincoln, and one in Went- 
Worth. It was, therefore, not the 
intention of the Government to  es- 
tablish on experimental fruit farm 
in Lincoln County. 

Receipts of Algoma Registrar. 

Do Mr, Matheson, the Attorney- 
General said the receipts of the reg- 
istrar of the District of Algoma at 
Sault Ste. Marie for the years 1900, 
1901 and 1902 were as follows: $3,- 
094.78, $2,043.24, $2,618.53. The 
registrar also receives o grant of 
$800, but the Government was con- 


sidering the advisability of with- 
drawing the grant if the fees keep 
up to the figures of the last few 


years.

No Dominion Subsidy.

Mother Country Must Decide De- 
finitely About Its Trade, 


THE PARTING OF THE WAYS. 


Colonial Secretary Chamberlain Says Pro- 
tection Is an Issuo—Upon the Decision 

Will Depend the 

Empire—The Two Alternatives 
—Premler Balfour on Closer 


Future of the 


Fiscal Union With Colonies, 


London, May 16.—Addressing his ! 
constituents at Birmingham lust 
night, Colontal Secretary Chamber- 
lain made an important speech, 
which seems to foreshadow the dir- 
ect raising of the question of tree 
trade versus protection at the next 
general election, and propounds a 
policy of reciprocal preferential 
treatment to the colonies, 

Tn the beginning of his speech, Mr, 
Chamberlain referred to his South 
African tour, and to his return home 
to find the minds of the people filled , 
with local questions, He made light 
of the dificulttes he had been told 
assailed the Unionist party. Wor him 
these local questions Were compara- 
lively unimportant, beside the great 
imperialist policy, upon which the 
fate of the Empire depended, name- 
ly, ‘‘whether we stand together one 
free nation against all the world, or 
whether we shall fall into separate 
States, selfishly seeking thelr own 
interests and losing the advantages | 
that unity alone can give." 

Preference In the Empire. 

The Colonial Secretary proceeded 
strongly to urge the necessity in or- 
der to preserve the great Empire, 
that the trade of the colonies should ! 
be secured. Canada had offered ex- 
ceptional advantages, he said, which 
Great Britain did not dare accept, 
because of the narrow interpreta- 
tion of the doctrine of free trade, 
the policy of dictation, and interfer- 
ence by foreign powers. Mr, Cham- 
berluin said he was justified by the 
belicf that Great Britain was 0 
wedded to its fiscal system that it 
could not defend its colonies. 

This was a position not intended 
by the pioneers of free trade, who, 
if they e alive to-day, would 
agree to a treaty of preference and 
yeciprocity With the Empire’s chil- 
dren. ‘The speaker said he believed 
that an entirely wrong interpreta- 
tion had bern placed upon the doc- 
trine of free trade, but that the 
country ought not to be bound by 
this, and it should not hesitate to 
resort to retaliation, if neccssary, 
Whereyer the interests between the 
colonies and the home country were 
threatened, Mr. Chamberlain avow- 
ed himself a free trader, but he 
objected to the artificial and nar- 
row interpretation of free trade, 

The Two Alternatives. 

He pointed out that Cobden had 
made, and that Bright had approy- 
ed, a preferential treaty with 
France, and said: 

“Dhere are two alternatives before 
you; first, to maintain the ‘freo 
trade policy in all its severity, al- 
though it igs repudiated by every 
other nation and your colonies; se- 
cond, to insist that we be not bound 
by any purely technical definition of 
free trade. While we seek the one 
chief object, the free interchange of 
commerce )elween ourselves and all 
the nations of the world, we will 
nevertheless recover our freedom. re- 
sume the power of negotiation, and, 
if necessary, our retaliation.’’ 

In conclusion, the Colonial Sec- 
retary said he desired that the dis- 
cussion of this subject should be op- 
en. It was an issue graver in its 
Consequences than mere local dis- 
putes. A mistake in legislation 
could be corrected, he said, but o 
mistake in the imperial policy was 
irretrievahle. 


Personally, ho did not think a gen- 
eral election very near; but, Wheth- 
er near oy distant, the issue would 
depend on whether the people have 
it in their hearts to do all that ts 
necessary, even if it occasionally 
Went against their prejudices, to 
consolidate an Dmpiro which could 
only be maintained by relations of 
interest, as well as by relations of 
sentiment. 

A Closer Fiscal Union, 

London, May 16,—Premier Bal- 
four, accompanied hy the Chancellor, 
of the Pxchequer, Mr. Ritchie, yes- 
terday, received o large and influen- 
tial deputation of Unionist members 
of the House of Commons, who pro- 
tested against tho remission of tho 
gruin duty. Mr. Balfour made a 
Jong argument in reply to the repre- 
sentations of the deputation, but 
did not giyo the slightest indication 


of conceding the demands. In tho 

course of his remarks he said: 

Mr, Balfour concluded with 

saying he would’ welcome a 

closer fiscal union of the Mo- 

therland ond the Colonics. ~

ABOUT THE REDISTRIBUTION, 


Proposals Regarding Ontario To Be Ex- 
cbanged in a Day or Two. 

Ottawa, May 16.—The Redistribu- 
tion Committee had a private con- 
ference yesterday morning in ‘which 
several propositions were made aud 
left over in most instances for fur- 
ther consideration. 

Proposals with regard to the div- 
fision of Ontario counties are to be 
exchanged within a day or two, and 
a conference between the members of 


the committee representing that 
province will be held early next 
week. 

It has been suggested that the 


Townships of Clara, Maria and Head 
in North Renfrew be added to Nip- 
issing, and that tho County of 
Northumberland shall not include the 
Township of South Monaghan, but 
shall include the Town of Trenton. 

Toronto is to be divided into five 
ridings, to be called North, Wast, 
South, West and Centre Toronto, 
but no agreement has been reached 
as to whether this shall include To- 
ronto as constituted for electoral 
purposes or ‘Toronto as constituted 
for municipal purposes. 

Proposals were exchanged with re- 
gard to the redistribution of British 
Columbia, and it was found that 
there is very little difference of opin- 
jon as to that province. 

It is proposed that the City of 
shall include New Edin- 
burgh, and that the County of Car- 
leton shall not include the Town- 
ships of Gloucester and Osgoode, but 
that they shall remain, as at pre- 
sent, a part of the electoral division 
of Russell.

berlain’s Latest Speech. 


THE GOVERNMENT'S POSITION 


Principlo of Its Policy as Shown in Can- 


nda's Attitude at the Colonial Con- 
ference nud in the Budget—In the 
Light of Theso Mr. Ohamber- 
lain's Speech Is of the Ut- 
most Importance. 


Ottawa, May 18.—Mr, Chamber- 
Jain’s latest declarations on the sub- 
ject of preferential trade have natur- 
ally excited keen interest in political 
circles here, and the speech is re- 
warded as un epoch-meking one. The 
members of the Ministry will not 
discuss the Colonial Secretary's 
gtatement for publication, but there 
jis some reason to believe that 
they are not altogether surpris- 
ed at the turn which events have 
taken, Canada’s attitude in regard to 
preferential trade was clearly and 
explicitly stated, both at the Colon- 
jal Conference in London last sum- 
mer and on the occasion of Mr. 
Ficlding’s budget speech on April 
16th. At the former guthering Can- 
ada secured the adoption of a resol- 
ution urging on the Imperial Goy- 
ernment the expediency of granting 
in the United Kingdom preferential 
treatment to the products and man- 
ufactures of the colonies, either by 
exemption from or reduction of du- 
ties now or hereafter imposed. Oun- 
ada's representatives expressed them- 
selves willing to recommend in re- 
turn for preferential treatment in 
the United Kingdom an additional 
preference to British manufactures 
on a list of selected articles in eith- 
er of the following ways:— 

(1) By further reducing the duties 
in favor of the United Kingdom. 

(2) By raising the duties against 
foreign imports. 

(8) By imposing duties on certain 
foreign imports now on the free list. 
Mr. Chamberlain's Answer. 

Mr. Chamberlain, on behalf of the 
Imperial Government, was unable to 


agree to the proposal of the Canad- 
ian Ministers. He represented that 
the Imperial Government, while high- 
ly appreciating the good feeling man- 
ifested by Canada in the granting of 
preferential treatment, did not think 
the material results to the trade of 
the United Kingdom were as great as 
the Canadian Ministers claimed. He 
further said that the change desired 
by Canada would be an important 
departure from the established fiscal 
policy of the kingdom, and that if 
the proposals could be entertained 
at all, as to which he was not pre- 
pared to commit himself, it would 
be necessary for Canada to offer 
some material tariff concessions be- 
yond those which she had already 
voluntarily given. 

In the light of Canada’s action at 
the Colonial Conference, and Mr, 
TMelding’s budget statement, tho Col- 
onlal Secretary's latest speech is of 
the utmost importance. Mr. Cham- 
berlain has at various times an- 
nounced himself to be in favor of 
free trade within the Empire, which, 
however, under conditions as they 
are at present, is regarded as im- 
practicable. Now he seems, after a 
careful review of the situation and 
apparently influenced by Mr. Field- 
ing’s outspoken statement, to have 
become a convert to the policy of 
preferential trade. A distinguished 
authority was last night asked what 
would be the immediate outcome of 
Mr. Chamberlain's declaration. 
“There will probably be no immed- 
fate result,’’ was the reply. “The 
seed has found lodgment and must 
now be left to germinate. I should 
judge that the idea animating Mr. 
Chamberlain is to become the origi- 
nator of a new colonial policy.” 

The Conservative Loader. 

Mr. R. L. Borden, the Conserva- 
tive leader, said yesterday: 

“Mr, Ohamberlain’s utterance, al- 
though important and significant, is 
uot unexpected. We have long be- 
lieved that there is in Groat Britain 
a strong force of public opinion fay- 
oring preferential trade within the 
ompire, and the modification to that 
extent of the fiscal policy of the Mo- 
ther Country. We have believed, 
Whether rightly or wrongly, that the 
force of public opinion needed only 
to bring it Into activity the sanction 
of a strong leader in the political 
world. At this distance, it is difi- 
cult to thoroughly appreciate the 
currents of public opinion in Great 
Britain, but it seems to us that the 


hour has come, and, with it, the 
man, 
“For ten years the Conservative 


party in this country has been fight- 
ing the battle of preferential trade 
within the Empire. Going out of 
power in 1896, wo, nevertheless, 
continued to advocate that policy as 
one calculated, not only to develop 
commerce within the Empire, but to 
bind more closely together by the 
firm ties of closer commercial inter- 
course, all parts of His Majesty's 
dominions. 

“Dhis policy has since been offrm- 
ed by resolutions which we have sub- 
sequently proposed in the House ~of 
Commons on several occasions. 

“All stich resolutions met defeat at 
the hands of the Liberal party, be- 
cause the leaders of that party in 
Onnada, up to a year ago, could 
never be persuaded that the reallza- 
tion of such policy was more than oa 
dream. Happily, they are now en~ 
abled to see more clearly, so that al) 
partics {in Canada at the present 
time seem united, not only in affirm- 
ing the wisdom, but the practicahbil- 
ity of the great policy of inter-Im- 
periol trade. ‘Whose who set their 
faces against Imperial preferential 
trade, ond who also believe that 
Canada should base her fiscal policy 
upon free trade ideals, little realize 
that the adoption of such views by 
this country would undoubtedly re- 
s\lt in ifs commercial and political 
absorption by the great neighboring 
Republic,"

The cars were manned 
by twelve of the 180 strike-breakers 
brought here Saturday by the ‘Trol- 
ley Company. There was no disturb- 


ance of any kind until two hours 
Jater. 
The first car had completed {ts 


third round trip, and was directly in 
front of the Wheeler & Wilson fac- 
tory, where a crowd of at least 1,- 


000 persons had gathered, The car 
was running slowly owing to the 
crowd, when stones began to fly. 


Deputy-Sheriffls Wendrue and Pluwz, 
who were on the car, saw a man in 
the crowd hurl a stone. They had 
the car stopped, and plunged into 
the crowd to get the offender. ‘The 
stone thrower was a large man, and 
struggled so fiercely that # police- 


man went to the assistance of the 
Sheriffs. 
Immediately Mayor Bfuivihill went 


to the policeman and ordered him to 
keep his hands off the prisoner. He 
then went to the Deputy-Sherlffs, 
and told them that they had better 
let the man go. During the argu- 
ment, the stone thrower wrenched 
himself free, and was soon lost in 
the crowd. 

In the meantime the stones were 
flying in a shower, and one of 
them struck the Mayor on the head, 
causing a large bruise. 

The two Sherifis then jumped on 
the car, and ordered the motorman 
to proceed to the car sheds, a quar 
ter of a mile distant. The, bombard- 
ment did not abate. The stone- 
throwing soon became so furious 
that the Sheriffs drew their revol- 
vers, and fired five shots in the air, 
and toward the ground. Five other 
cars received the same treatment be- 
fore reaching the barns. 

When tbe last car had passed with- 
im the doors, there was a crowd of 
4,000 people gathered in a vacant 
lot opposite, and violence once more 
broke loose. Brickbats, stones and 
everything that could be thrown 
were hurled at the barns and any- 
thing that belonged to the company, 
in the vicinity. 

The Fire Department was called 
out, and several streams scattered 
the mob. Not one of the twelve men 
operating the cars escaped injury. 
Another attempt will be made to run 
cars to-day. 

Tension Is Very Great. 


Toronto, May 18.—Friendly nego- | 


tiations are still pending between 
the Toronto Street Railway Com- 
pany and thoir employes. The ten- 
sion is very great, but at tho worst, 
no strike can come for several days. 
A mass meeting of employes, lasting 
until daylight Sunday morning, was 
held at the Star Theatre. Nine hun- 
drecl employes Were present. By a 
unanimous vote, a revised agreement 
was ordered drafted to be sent to the 
management. The men will hold a 
mass meeting Wednesday night and 
receive the report of the dommitteo.

Mr. Johnston Presses This Argu- 
| ment on the Commission. 


‘GAMEY AND SULLIVAN 
| WERE THE FABRICATORS 


“Probabilities” of Gamoy's Story Pointed 
| Out by mr. Johnston—Enquiry at an 
End and Matter Now in Hands of 
Judges—Chanoollor Hopes Ro- 


Gam port Will Bo Presented 
Early in June, 
Toronto, May 26.—The Gamey 


Bribery Commission opened prompt- 
ly at 10 o'clock on Saturday. 

Mr. Johnston, in resuming his arg- 
ument, said that Gamoy’s support of 
the Govornment was voluntary, and 
the motive that prompted him to 
concoct his story was that his life 
Was unbearablo from the mistrust 
which met him on all sides and ho 
had therefore to satisfy his constit- 
ucnts, Gamey and Sullivan wero in 
it together and if they could not 
hold up the Governmont something 
would have to be done to put tho 
other party in power. Then came in 
the significance of his ambition to be 
Minister of Mines. He could not get 
that position in the Ross Govern- 
ment, so theso men, contended Mr. 
Johnston, concluded to concoct a 
glory that might upsot the Govern- 
Ment and get him the coyeted posi- 
tion and with it the opportunity to 
Perfect their deals. Boyd, in his let- 


; ter to Mr, Latchford, had said Ga- 


mey Was a man ambitious for power. 
His wllo conduct is that of a man 
determined to hold up one party or 
demand recognition from the other. 
Gamey thought that he had Sullivan 
so lied up that their stories would 
a@greo when placed in the box, but 
from beginning to end Sullivan had 
lie, becauso their 
stories were foutded on falsehood.

Mr. Johnston held (hat pages 8 
and 14 of his statement in the Houso 
had becn palpably changed after his 
interview in the Crossin factory, to 
suit the subject matter to the cir 
cumstances.

Coming to the payment of the $3,- 
000, Mr. Johnston declared that had 
there been no mutilation of tho 
Cressin books tho public would not 
be wondering to-day where the mon- 
ey came from.

Johnston sald that, in going back 
late in the day with o crumpled-up 
substitute and afllrming {it to bo the 
original, Gamoy had dono so “with a 
Ifo upon his lips and falsehood in his 
heart.’

THE TEMISKAMING RAILWAY. 


The Premier's Power 
and Mr.

Toronto, May 27.—Mr. Ross  an- 
nounced jn the House last night that 
it Was no part of the Government 
railway program to hand over to 
the Grand ‘Trunk Pacific the railway 
into tho Temiskaming country, 
which the people are building for tho 
opening up of that immense tract of 
sparsely settled territory. 

The Premier's intention that the 
Temiskaming Railway shall remain 
a Government road was given to tha 
House on the discussion of the ill 
to amond the Temiskaming and 
Northern Railway Act, The Goy- 
ernment. might consider the advisa- 
bility of leasing the road for a sum 
sufficient to pay the bonds issued 
for its construction, but the Govern- 
mont was not going to give the road 
away. Nor did he deem it wise to 
pay for the road out of the present 
resources of the province. There was 
moncy in the bank, but the province 
had not got through with works of 
importance. 

Mr. Latchford offered a brie! expla- 
nation of the bill, which provides 
for the issue of bonds, instead of de- 
dentures, to the amount of about 
$2,700,000 for the constructton of 
the road and its extensions. It was 
proposed to dispose of timber limits 
for the payment of the bonds. 

Col. Matheson argued that the road 
would pass through the most valu- 
able pine lands in the province, and 
the salo of the pine would pay for 
the construction. The Colonel had 
been told that there were lumbermen 
who would build the road for the 
pine. 

Mr. Latchford—Quite so: 

Mr. Ross—Tho pine is worth more 
than the road. 

The sccond reading of the bill was 
carried without further objection. 


Loan Corporations Act. 


On tho House going into committce 
to consider the Attorney-General’s 
hill to amend the Loan Corporations 
‘Act, Mr. Downey rose nnd held up 
an agreement of a loan company. 
which collects money from children 
on savings bank deposits, and read 
a clause providing that the deposit- 
or may withdraw aficr . payments 
have been made for five full years, 
that was the method of doing 
business which he objected to. 
Government ought to sce that cor 
porations doing this class of busi- 
if 
for some reason the deposits may 
cease at a period under five years. + 

When he called the attention of the 
Attorney-General a few days ago to~ 
this feature of tho contract, Mr. 
Gibson had declared that no such 
contract existed, and if his attention 
was called to if he would strike the 
company off the list. 

Mr. Downey declared that he had 
endeavored to secure a copy of the 
contract referred to froni the office of 
the Inspector of Friendly Societies, 
and it Was not there, but on Mon- 
day he was able to sectire one from 
that source, and found that a change 
in the contract, had been made pro- 
viding that depositors nay withdraw 
at any time, but no interest is al- 
lowed if moncy is.taken out short of 
five years, 

Colonel ‘Gibson said he had made 
no such statement. His hon. friend 
was trying to make political capital 
rather than to rectify an abuse. 
There was a provision that a com- 
pany not complying with the law 
should he refused registration. 

Mr. Carscallen (Hamilton) said 
that provisions should be inserted in 
lling loan companies to 
publish a list of unclaimed balances, 
and taking away the privilege af- 
forded by the statute of limitations. 
We cited a Buffalo company, which 
erccted a $2,000,000 building out of 
funds that had been deposited with 
it and forgotten. Te knew a man 
who forgot he had $300 in a bank in 
Ontario. 

Col, Gibson said that the loan 
companics in their annual returns 
were compelled to report as to tho 
balances in their hands. Te had nev- 
er heard of anyone not being able to 
Becure monéy from a loan corpora- 
tion !n Ontario by reason o! the 
Etatute of limitations.

Sage of tho clause which will prevent 
municipalities from collecting a high- 
er rato of taxation than that fixed 
by the Municipal Act, and held that 
such clause would practically debar 
municipalities from going Into power 
development.

KEEP AN‘OPEN MIND. 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s Speech on 
Transportation, 


SEVERAL RAILWAY PROJECTS 


But Government Is Not Committed to 
Any of Them-Sir Wilfrid Announced 
That in{he Kyent of Ald Being 
Givem Any There Would Be No 
Land Grant — The Justice 
Estimates. 


Ottawa, May 27.—On motion to go 
{nto supply, in the House yesterday, 
Mr. Borden }rought to the attention 
of the Government’ ” matter, on 
which he thought there should be an 
announcement of policy, viz., the re 
ference in the specch irom the throne 
to the Transportation Commission. 
The speech was delivered 11 weeks 
ago, and yet no comiission had 
been appointed, although, about six 
weeks ago, Mr. Prefontaine announc- 
ed a set of names in Montreal. Since 
then ho had been told the draft of 
the commission was belore the Jus- 
tice Department. The settlement of 
the Northwest and the output of 
grain was increasing, ond more than 
ono scheme was belore Parliament 
for supplying the facilities desired. 
One of the companies, the Grand 
Trunk Pacific, was before the Rail- 
way Committee of tho House. It 
had been announced by the press and 
by Sir Charles Rivers-Wilson that 
the Government intended to give aid 
to one of the companics, In fact, 
this was the most important subject 
since the C.P.R bill was introduced. 
Sir William Mulock had announced 
; his policy to be to extend the Inter- 
colonial to Winnipeg, while Mr. 
Blair had declared for a through 
transccntinental Government rail- 
way. Throughout Canada, the fecl- 
ing Was strong in favor of a road 
built through Canada and using Ca- 
} nadian ports. We would like to 
know when the Government would be 
,roady to bring down its policy on 
! this question. 


Sir WilGid's Reply. 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier expressed re- 
egret that Mr. Borden had not given 
notice of his enquiry. He would, in 
that event, have been able to give 
more information. However, on the 
spur of the moment, he would say 
there were three principal points to 
be considered. First. there was com- 
munication by water, which the Goy- 
ernment had in mind when the com- 
mission was first promised. To-mor- 
row.the terms of the commission 
would be laid on the table, but he 
could inform the House that the com- 
missioners chosen were Sir William 
Van Horne, Jolin Bertram, Toronto, 
and Tlarold Kennedy of Montreal.

er feature of the problem was that 
of providing railway facilities for the 
growing settlements of the Saskatch- 
ewan Valley.

! another feature was that there must 
{ be another trunk line, to connect 
’ the prairie settlements with the sea- 
board. The Government was not 
connected with any scheme that had 
been put forward in that direction. 
The Government was prepared to lay 
down the-salient ideas that should 
, bo kept in view in carrying out that 
scheme. 

In the first place, the road must be 
built through Canadian territory ex- 
clusively, from the Pacific to the 
Atlantic. (Hear, hear.) 

Secondly, the tide water terminals 
must be in Canada, Quebec in sum- 
mer and St. John’and Halifax in 
winter. 

There were now three companies in 
the field, the Trans-Canada, the Ca- 
nmadian Northern, and the Grand 
Trunk Pacific. But the Government 
had not made up its mind to any 
one of these threo schemes. The 
question was now under considera- 
tion, This, however, was scttled, 
that if the Government decided to

Blairmore, Alberta, May 21.—R. |

A PARTIZAN SPEECH 


(Continued from page 1.) 


nere as criminals, and 
could only rly on and demand jus- 
tice Of the Commisstoners, Surely 
his learned friend had not read the 
Commission, He produced a copy of 
the notes «nd proceedings of the 
House in which Mr. Carscallen, of 
Hamilton, moyed that the Commis- 
slon be instructed to report the evi- 
dence, but to make no finding, That 
proposal had been votéd down in 
the House on a division, 

Chief Justice Falconbridge said he 
thought he had read in some news- 
paper that the Attorney-General had 
said that any finding made by the 
Commissioners would be gratuitous, 

Mr. Johnston gaid that the Attor- 
ney-General had made no such utter- 
‘nce, and had rep@atedly instructed 
him to conduot the case in such a 
Way as to censure a definite finding 
one Way or the other. The Qovern- 
Ment desired to get rid of this 
troublous question by the finding of 
ap impartial tribune in which the 
public had confidence instead of by 
that of the committee of a partizan 
House, 


Question of Finding. 

The Chancellor said that according 
to the terms of the Commission it 
Was optional with them whether 
they made a finding or not. This 
Matter would go to the House eny- 
Way. The ultimate court, he said, 
was the Legislature; by which any 
report they might make could be 
quashed. He further pointed out 
that in the Commission the word 
“report’’ was used, there Was no 
mention of a ‘‘finding.’’ 

Mr. Johnston reiterated that it 
Was the desire of the Government 
that a definite finding be made by 
tho Commission. 

Incidentally the Ohancellor asked 
that solicitors from each aide come 
to a definite agreement as to the fig- 
ures of the relative strength of the 
Parties at the time the Munitoulin 
Petition was entered. 

Mr. Johnston continuing, said that 
there was nothing in all the corres- 
Pondence that might not have 
Passed between the Government 
and tho leader of the Oppo- 
sition. He then dealt with the pe- 
culiar position of Manitoulin. In a 
city like Torento it was not neces- 
Sary to elect a man to support the 
Government; Manitoulin was in an 
entirely different position. The pro- 
Gcoution argued that Mr. Gamey’'s 
position should be: “Party first, 
country second, Manitoulin last and 
lost.’’ Was it not more rational to 
Suppose that the attitude of a mem- 
ber for a new riding would be 
“First my own home, then my coun- 
try generally, then my party.’’ 

Ne Independent Ramning. 

He further wished to point out 
that all the exhibits showed that 
Gamey had never promised to give 
anything more than an independent 
support to the Government. To do 
that he would not be required to 
depart from the platform on which 
he had run, since he owed his elec- 
tion to Liberal votes, although nom- 
inally a Conservative candidate. 
There had been a Socialist, whatev- 
er that might mean in politics. He 
tookit to mean an iconoclast, a 
man who wanted some spocial kind 
of Government and to change the 
established order of things for some 
special fad of his own. Tho evidence 
of Scott made Gamey’s position 
clear; he was going to do something 
for Manitoulin; he was going to sit 
on the Government side of tho 
House. Of course, he was willing to 
defeat the Ross Government, because 
& Government of his own political 
Sympathizers would be more congen- 
fal to him. But the real test was 
that he was to support the Govern- 
ment in power; that Manitoulin was 
his politics. He proposed to lay 
before their Lordships citations from 
the testimony as to Gamey’s atti- 
tude before the general elections. Of 
his attitude afterward they had 
abundant\evidence. Gaiuey’s cry had 
been that’ he was paying his own 
way, ond that he was not obliged to 
do anything except for his own rid- 
ing. This was uncontradicted. 

Conmee and Gamey. 


Dealing with the interview between 
* _ Conmee ond Gamey, on June 
12, Mr. Johnston said that the im- 
Portant part it was that in which 
Gamey was stated to have criticized 
Mr. Whitney's mining poli¢y, and, 
on Conmee's explaining the Govern- 
ment's policy on the same subject, 
said he would give it an independ- 
ent support. Jt was before Gamey 
had had any conversation with any 
member of the Gevernment. Mr, 
Conmee had been interosted Personal- 
ly, politically, ond in every other 
Way in finding out just where Mr, 
Gamey stood. Mr, Conmee had sup- 
crintended the redistribution of New 
Ontario, had carved out the ridings, 
and was at that time a disappointed 
moan, Since three of the five now rid- 
ings had gone Conservative whon he 
had expected to carry them all for 
the Government. Shrewd politician 
as Mr. Conmee was, he had Gamey 
sized up. While he belleved Gamey 
sincere for the time in his statement 
that he intended to support the Goy- 
ernment, he did not know what 
might take place should he get into 
the hands of some of his ultra-Con- 
servative friends. 

Hew Gamey Would Vote. 


Mr, Johnston dealt at Jength with 
the evidence of Dr, Arthur ‘of Sud- 
bury, that Gamey had told him at 
the end of June that he was going 
te vote with Mr. Whitney on the 
first or test division, and afterwards 
Would support the Government. He 
had sald he owed his clection to 
Liberal voters, and instanced his 
own polling sub-division, which had 
gone Conservative for the first time. 


Gamey had reiterated again and 
again in the witness box, “Part of 
my scheme!’’ ‘Part of my plan,” 


“I waited to keep my friends 
quiet!” and so on, This was rea- 
sonable enough under certain circum- 
stances, but under what obligation 
was he to tell Government support- 
era theso stories?

The Chancellor answered 
him by saying that Gamey explained 
that he was trying to tide over the 
trouble with his Conservative 
friends. Counsel drew attention to 
the fact that the letter was a pri- 
vate one, and to a Liberal. 

Absolute Coutradiction. 


The statement the editor of The 


Manitoulin Conservator, ‘sdid Mr. 
Johnston, absolutely contradicted 
Mr, Gamey’s evidence in the box. 


Why did he allude to the Oxford el- 
ection trial, and the absurdity of 
the rumor that he was going to sup- 
port the Government?
